[FE CONTINUES: man is immortal. Our in- 
Stincts, our common sense, our affections, our 
religions, latterly even our science has taught us 
that. Our loved ones do not cease to exist. Only 

the sphere of their activities is removed, so that we may 
think of them as in old times we would have thought of 
a them in Africa or Australia or our own Far West. 
And we may think of them also as living on in a life 
that is a continuation of this. Perhaps the continuation 
may not prove to be of surroundings or of things done; 
for we have been permitted to know little or nothing 
of conditions in that Far Country; but certainly of use- 
fulness and of growth. We can take to ourselves the 
warm human assurance that they are working and de- 
veloping there as they worked and developed here. 
Furthermore, we may logically conclude that the con- 
dition of their being there depend on the conduct of 
their life when here; not after the old symbolic idea vf 
an eternal heaven of idleness or an eternal hell of tor- 
ment,but in the sense that the opportunities vouchsafed 
them there of going on, follow the use they made of 
their earthly opportunities. There is nothing modem 
in this doctrine. It is the rock bottom of faith, old as 
the Bible, old as mankind itself. It has been many 
times restated, in many forms, but itself remains funda- 
| mentally the same. 


What of our life here? For the last analysis, it is 
only a series of opportunities to make decisions. The 
cumulative effect of a lifetime of decisions is character. 
It is character—the sum of decisions—that counts. 
Charitable works, unselfseeking lives, deathbed repent- 
ences ate not in themselves important. They borrow 
significance from what they represent. Only as they 
involve positive choice of alternatives of action do they 
take rank. In the making of character,in the gaining of 
opportunity in that Far Country, they may at times 
carry less weight than the small habitual decisions that 
make up our daily lives. For the highest decisions 
means always service; and the highest service involves 
in some degree sacrifice. 





So, save for the natural tears we shed on seeing the 
loved-ones ship set sail, we should not grieve for these. 


In our pride should be also rejoicing, in that all long 
weary succession of smaller decisions, the monotinous 
grinding sequence of littler sacrifices that make up that 


life by which we buy opportunity in immortality, were 
with them focused in one supreme moment. They made 
their great Decisions, they offered their one sacrifice; 
and they laid down their lives as things completed.

Preface 


ARLY iv 1419 the local post of the American 

legion approved the plan of conipiling and 
publishing a listory of the part Long Beach 
played in the great World War. In addition 
fo presenting accounts of the war work «a 
home, it was decided to incorporate in the 
book the biographies and photographs of all 
Long Beach men and women who enlisted and served in 
the armed forces of the United States and Allied countries, 

The recommendation was made and approved that the 
book be financed by means of paid advertising. Solicitors 
were at once rinployed and called upon every business 
house in the city. With typical war time spirit, the mer- 
chants and inanafacturers gave their support to the enter~ 
prise and enough routracts were signed lo guarantee the 
publication of the book. 

lt was realized at the beginning that in the brief time 
wowed for the preparation of this volume, it would be 
unpessible to present a complete and tinal account of the 
vreat work accamplished. Lt was felt, liowever, by those 
whe sponsored the publication that a conscientious effort 
shomld be mide to include us much of the story as could 
be sceured. It was therefore deetned advisable to ask per- 
sans fatmilac with the war work at home to write accounts 
of these activities, Vhe collection of photographs and bio- 
eraphical data wis left to the American Legion and the 
Voblic Library. 

By menus of circular letters, printed notices in the news- 
papers, and personal solicitation over cight hundred men bem 
came interested und filled out questionnaires regarding 
their service. Further information was secured from the 
hles of the daily newspaper in which were printed, during 
the war, biographical sketches and letters trom those in the 
service. 

lt is hoped that any inaccuracies and omissions in this 
book will be corrected in a later volume wnicn the county 
af Los Angeles is contemplating publishing.

Commander-in-Chief. American Expeditionary Forces 
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Crushing the Mighty German War Machine 


How Four Million Americans Popularized the Word *‘Kamerad™ 


ENERAL John J. 

Pershing assumed 

the duties of Cont- 
mander-in-Chief of the 
American Expeditionary 
Forces, on May 26, 1917. 
Accompanied by a sinall 
staff, he sailed for Eu- 
rope on the S. S. Baltic, 
May 28, arriving in Lon- 
don, June 9, and in Paris, 
June 13. 

It was decided to call to 
France at once, one com- 
plete division—formed of 
regular regiments—and 
nine newly organized regi- 
nicuts of engineers. Also 
one regiment of marines, 
reorganized as infantry 
and, temporarily, becoming 
part of the First Division. 

To mect the new = con- 
ditions of wartare, an en- 
tirley new organization was 
adopted in which the in- 
fantry divisions were to 
consist of 4+ regiments of 
infantry of about trebel 
their original size, 3 regi- 
ments of artillery, 14 ma-> 
chine gun companies, 1 
engineer regiment, 1 signal 
dattalion, 1 troon of caval- 
ry and other auxiliary units, 
niaking a total strength of 
about 28,000 inen. 

Military Situation 

After briefly reviewing 
the progress of the war in 
1914, 1915 and 1916, Gen- 
eral Pershing summarizes 
the military situation in the 
spring of 1917 as follows: 
“During three years, Ger- 
many had seen practically 
all of her offensives, except 
Verdun, crowned with suc- 
cess. Her battle lines were 
held on foreign soil and 
she had withstood every 
Allied attack since the 
Marne. The German gen- 
eral staff could now foresee 
the complete elimination of 


Russia, the possibility of defeating Italy before the end 
of the year and, finally, the campaign of 1918 against the 
French and British on the Western front which might 


terminate the war. 


“It cannot be said that German hopes of final victory 
were extravagant, either as viewed at that time or as viewed 
in the light of history. Financial problems of the Allies 
were difficult, supplies were becoming exhausted and 
their armies had suffered tremendots losses. Discourage- 
ment existed not ¢nly among the civil population but 
throughout the armies as well. Such was the Allied morale, 
that, although their superiority on the Western front dur- 
ing the last half of 1916 and during 1917 amounted to 20 
percent, only local attacks could be undertaken and their 
effect proved wholly insufficient against the German de- 
fense. Allied resources in man power at home were low 
and there was little prospect of materially increasing their 
armed strength, even in the face of the probability of 








N order to give the reader a clearer under- 
standing of the part Long Beach played in 
the great World War a resume of the causes 
SRE leading up to the declaration of war and a 
eaahes brief account of what our armies accomo- 
lished in foreign fields is presented as an introduction. 

It is needful then, to recall that, following the 
outbreak of war in Europe, the conflagration even- 
tually spread to our shores. The war was not many 
months old when America found herself caught in 
the backwash. First, American ships were seized and 
some were sunk. There was some dispute—the 
practice might have bee: or might not have been 
in the keeping of the rules of war. And the wrong, 
if it was a wrong, was borne patiently in the oelief 
that everything would be adjusted after the conflict 
ended. 

Then German frightfulness threw off every re- 
straint on the sea as it had already done on the land. 
The Teuton war lords deliberately adopted a policy 
of unrestricted murder—a policy that included neu- 
trals and foe alike. American national traveling the 
high seas on the legitimate errands of every day life, 
were treacherously drowned through the inhuman 
practices of German submarine commanders. Ship 
after ship that carried no arms, helpless and defense- 
less before the inhuman monsters of the seas, was 
sent to the bottom. Day after day came the stories 
of piracy and murder. 

Protest after protest was sent to Berlin and reply 
after reply was received. Meanwhile, other ships 
were sunk. The tide of German barbarity ebbed and 
flowed; but finally the insolence of Hunnish aggres- 
ion became unbearable and on April 6, 1917, the 
Congress of the United States declared war. 

What happened between that date and November 
11, 1918, is best told by General John J. Pershing, 
Commander in Chief of the American Expeditionary 
Forces, in his final report to the Secretary of State 
under date of September 1, 1919. In the brief space 
at our disposal, it is impossible to give even a full 
summary of this report and, therefore, special at- 
tention has been give to those parts dealing with 
the major offensives. Although quotation marks are 
not always used, where possible the actual wording 
of the report is given, especially in the descriptions 
of the St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offensives, in 
which California divisions played an important 
part.—The Editor.

having practically the whole 
military strength of the 
Central Powers against 
them in the spring of 1918.” 

It was evident that 
America must make a su- 
preme material effort and 
on July 6, 1917, the follow- 
ing cable was sent to 

ashington: “Plans should 
contemplate sending over 
at least one million men by’ 
next May.” 

Organization Projects 

On July 11, a general or- 
ganization project, covering 
the personnel of combat, 
staff and administrative 
forwarded to 
Washington. This project 
was accompanied by a 
statement pointing out the 
need for a force of one 
million men as the smallest 
satisfactory unit in a mod- 
ern war, and = suggesting 
that plans for the future 
should be based on an army 
of three million men. 

This was followed on 
August 5, by a project for 
engineer service on _ the 
rear and on September 18, 
by a complete services of 
the rear project, which 
listed item by item, the 
troops considered necess- 
ary for the Services of 
Supply. On October 7, a 
schedule of priority of ship- 
ments was forwarded cov- 
ering the order in which 
troops and services should 
arrive, 

American Front and Line 
of Communication 

As the British were com- 
mitted to operations in 
Flanders, in order to guard 
the Channel ports, and the 
French to operations on the 
front protecting Paris, the 
military and economic sit- 
uation indicated Lorraine as 
the field promising the 
most fruitful results for 


the employment of the American Expeditionary Forces. 
“The complexity of trench life had enoromously increas- 
ed the tonnage of supplies required by troops. Not only

ties of munitions and material were needed. Upon the rail- 
roads of France fell the burden of meeting the heavy 
demands of the three and one-half million Allied combat- 


To use the Channel ports and the railways of Northern 
France would mean the crossing of the British and French 
zones of operation, which was impracticable, It was, there- 
E. F., to superimpose its rail 
connections on those of France where there would be the 
least possible disturbance of the arteries of supply of the 
great Allied armies already in the field. The lines selected 
were those leading from the comparatively unused south- 
Atlantic ports to the northeast of France. 

For the location of the main depots of supply, the area 
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embracing Tours, Orleans, Montargis, Never, and Chat- 
eauroux was chosen, as it was centrally located with regard 
to all points on the are of the Western front. The ports of 
St. Nazaire, La Palbee, and Bassens were designated for 
permanent use. Other ports were used to some extent: St. 
Malo. Sahles-d’Olonne, and Bayonne, for shipments of 
coal, ele. from England—Le Wavre and Cherbourg, for 
trans-Atliutic shipments; alse Marseilles and Toulen. 

For all practical purposes the A. EB. FL was lhased ou the 
American continent. 

The line of comununication in Frauce was suldivided 
into three districts or sections: Virst, the base section sur- 
rounding the principal perts; Second, the region of the 
great storage depots: Third, the advance district, extending 
to the zone of operations. 

In providing fer the storage and distribution of reserve 
supplies an allowance was made af 45 days in the base. 30 
days in the intermediate, and 1S days in the advance dis- 
tricts. This was later reduced to a total of 45 cays, dis- 
tributed proportionately. 


General Staff 


The werk of the gencral staff was alloted to five sec- 
tions: “To the First, or Administrative Section—occean 
tonnage. priority of overseas shipments, replacement of 
men and animals, organization and types af equipment for 
troops, billeting, prisoners of war, military police, leaves 
and leave areas, welfare werk and amusements; to the 
Second, or Intelligence Sectian—iniosrmation regarding the 
enemy. including espionage and connter espionage, maps 
and censorship; ta the Third, or Operations Section—stra- 
getic studies and plans and employment of combat troops; 
to the Fourth—coordination of supply services, including 
construction, transportation and control of regulating sta- 
tions for supply: to the Fifth, or Training Section—tactical 
training, schools, preparatien of tactical manuals, and 
athletics.” r 

A general staff collece wes organized at T.angres on 
November 28, 1917. This college carried to completion four 
course of three months each, graduating 537 staff officers. 


Training 

In August. 1917, a plan for training combat troops was 
adopted. It was similar to the European method, with 
changes conforming to American ideas. It provided: 
troop trzinine in units up to include division; centers of 
instruction for nonconnnissioned officers and unit com- 
manders; special training for instructors. for replacement 
troops and such classes of soiciers as cooks and meehanies, 


The long period of trench warfs, . had so impressed itself 
upon the French and British that they had simest -lis- 
pensed with training for open wartare. To avoid this re- 
sult in the American army and to encourage the offensive 
spirit the following instructions were issued: “Trench 
warfare naturally gives prominence to the defeusive as 
opposed to the offensive. To guard against this, the basis 
of instruction should te essentially the offensive both in 
spirit and in practice. The defensive is accepted only to 
prepare for future offensive... .... All instructions must 
contemplate the assumption of a vigorous offensive. This 
purpose will be emphasized in everv phase of training until 
it becomes a settled habit of thought.” 

Recommendations were cahled to Washington emphasiz- 
ing the importance of target practice and musketry train- 
ing and recommending that the troops be given instruction 
in open warfare hefore leaving the United States. white 
the training in trench warfare, so far as necessary be con- 
ducted in France. 

“Assuming that divisions would arrive wih their basic 
training completed in the United States, one month was 
allowed for instructions of small units from battalions 
down, a second month of experience in quiet sectors, and 
a third month for field practice in open warfare tactics by 
division, including artillery.” 


Intelligence 


Recognizing the fact that to insure successful military 
operations, it is necessary to have complete and reliable 
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infarmation of the enemy, an intelligence departmeiut was 
organized in August, 1917. After investigating the methods 
used oat the various Allied Headquarters, an effective 
system was developed, in which “the simpler methods of 
ohservaicon from the air and ground and the evidence se- 
cured front prisoners and documents proved more valuable 
than the less direet methods.” 

Maps showing graphically the disposition and nrovement 
af enemy troops an the front were the best means for dis- 
trihuting information ta the traops. Base maps were pre- 
pared and printer at General Headquarters, while mobile 
printing: plants, mounted on trucks, accompanied corps and 
arniy headquarters, Between July 1 and November 11, 
1918, five million maps were distributed, 


Summer of 1917 to Spring of 1918 

Notwithstanding slight gating made hy the Allies an the 
Western front, the namense gains of the Germans in the 
east—resulting in the collapse of Russia and the disaster 
to Italy—created a situation so favorable to Gerinany that 
in November, 1917, they began a movement of divisions 
toward the Western front. 

Although the parade of part of a division in Paris on 
Tuly 4, created great enthnusiasin and stimulated Freneli 
morale, yet the situation was so grave that constant ap- 
peals were made for the speeding up of American jssitst- 
ance. Tn Deventhber 31, 1917, 176.608 American troops were 
in France and one division had anveared on the front, 

Although the Allies suggested that) American troops 
should be amalgamated with their own, there appeared to 
be nothinue in the situation that justified the relingnishment 
of the firm purpose to form an Aimerioan arniy under its 
own flig. 

The amalgamation of American troaps, ever by divis- 
ions, was apposed on several considerations, The lack of 
unity would render these amaleamated divisions difficult 
to mancuver and render them more liable to defeat, with 
consequent mutnal recriminations, There was also the 
effect that an independent American anny would have on 
German morale, As the American army, like the German 
army in this respeet, was being trained for open warfare. 
there was a special reason why, except by pressure of 
ahsohute necessity, the A. K.P. shonld not be seattered 
among the armies of its allies, whose troop training was 
still liniitted to trench warfare. 


Therefore, the Ist Division on Tanuary 19, 1918, took 
aver a sector north of Tent: the 26th Division went to the 
Soissons front early in February: the 42nd Division enter- 
ed the line near Luneville, February 21: and the 2nd Di- 
vision near Verdun, Marel 1&8 Phe First) Army Corps 
Tleadquarters, under the command of Majer General 
Hunter Liggett, was organized at Nenfehateau on January 
20 and the nlan to ercate an independent American sector 
on the Lorraine front was taking shape at that time, 


OPERATIONS 


The German Offensives of 1918 and Related 
American Agreements 


The whole situation was changed by the first German 
offensive which commenced March 21, and overran all re- 
sistance during the initial period of attack. Within cieht 
days the enemy had completely crossed the ald Somme 
battlefield and had swept everything before him to a depth 
of 56 kilometers. The offersive had made such inroads 
npon French and British reserves that defeat stared them 
in the face unless the new American troops should prove 
more immediately available than the imest optimistic had 
dared to hope. 

The Supreme War Council, in this emergeney, appealed 
to the American military representatives to allow the tse 
of American units in the Allied army corns and divisions 
and to arrange that, for the time being, only infantry and 
michine gun units should be hronglit to Franec. In con- 
formity with this reauest, the commander-in-chief, after 
consulting with the Secretary of State, who was then in 
Paris, cabled to President Wilson recommending that 
preferential shipments of infantry and machine gun units 





shoud be approved in this emergency, with the qualifica- 
tion that such inits upon arrival in France should be under 
the direction of the Comumander-in-Chief of the A. E. F. 
and that all arrangements made for their temporary train- 
ing and service should he made with the view of creating 
an independent Aimerican army as soon as the situation 
swould permit. 

Again on May 1 and 2. the question of the amalgamation 
of American with Freneh and British troops was reopened 
and the following agreement was reached: 

“To meet the present cinergeney it is agreed that Americ 
ean troops he brought to Franee as fast as Allicil trans- 
portation facilities will permit, and that, as far as consist- 
ent with the necessity of building up an American army, 
preference be given infantry and inachine gun units for 
training and service with French and British armies.” 

On the one hand, there was a critical situation which 
must he met by immediate action, while on the other hand, 
any prrority accorded a particular arin neeessarily post- 
poned the formation of a distinctive American fighting 
force, and the means to supply it. Such a force, in the view 
of the conmander-in-chicf, was absolutely necessary to 
win the war, z 

On April 3, 1918 General Foch was appointed Allied 
Commiander-in- Chief. 


Employment of American Divisions from March 
to September, 1918 

“On March 21, approximately 300,000 Amicrican troops 
had reached France. Four combat divisions, equivalent in 
strength of eight French or British divisions, were ayail- 
able—the Ist and 2nd then in Ine, and the 26th and 42nd 
just withdrawn from the line after one month's trench 
warfare training. The last two divisions at once began 
taking over qtuiet sectors to release divisions for the hat- 
tle: the 26th relieved the Ist. which was sent to the north- 
west of Paris in reserve: the 42nd relieved two French 
divisions from quiet sectors. In addition to these troops, 
oue reginent of the 93rd Division was with the French im 
the Argonne, the 41st Depot Division was in the Services 
of Supply. and three divisions, (3rd, 32nd, and Sth) were 
arriving. 

“On April 25, the Ist Division relieved two Freneh di- 
visions on the front near Montdidier and on May 28 cap- 
tured the important ohservation stations on the heights of 
Cantigny with splendid dash. French artillery, aviation, 
tanks. aml flame throwers aided in the attack, but most of 
the French assistance was withdrawn before the comple- 
tion of the operation in order to mect the enemy's new of- 
fensive launched May 27 toward Chateau-Thierry. The 
enemy reaction against the American troops at Cantigny 
was extremely violent, and apparently he was determined 
at all costs to counteract the most excellent effect the 
American success had produced. For three days his guns 
of all calibre were concentrated on the new position and 
counter attack succeeded counter attack. The desperate ef- 
forts of the Germans gave the fighting at Cantigny a seem- 
ing tactical importance entirely out of proportion to the 
numbers involved.” 

The 32nd Division, temporarily emploved in the Services 
of Supply, was reassembled and on May 21 entered the 
line in the Vosges. together with the 5th Division, which, 
however, was still incomplete. 

The 3rd Division was assembling for training. In addi- 
tion to the divisions already mentioned, the 28th and 77th, 
had arrived in the British area. and the 4th, 27th, 30th, 
33rd, 35th. and 82nd were arriving there. Troops now 
came so rapidly that by May 31, 600,000 men were in 
France. 

“The third German offensive on Mav 27, agaiust the 
French ou the Aisne, soon developed a desperate situation 
for the Allies. The 2nd Division, then in reserve north- 
west of Paris. and preparing to relieve the Ist Division, 
was hastily diverted to the vicinity of Meaux on May 31, 
and carly on the morning of June 1, was deployed across 
the Chateau-Thierry-Paris road near Montireuil-aux-Lions 
in a gap in the French line, where it stopped the German 
advance on Paris. At the same time the practically trained 


3ftd Division was placed at French disposal to hold the 
crossings of the Marne, and its motorized machine gun 
battalion succeeded in reaching Chatean-Thierry in time 
to assist in successfully defending that crossing. 

“The enemy having been halted, the 2nd Division com- 
menced a scrics of vigorous attacks on June 4, which re- 
suited in the capture of Belleau Woods after very severe 
fighting. The village of Bouresches was taken scon after, 
and on July 1, Vaus was captured. In these operations, the 
2nd Division met with most desperate resistance by Ger- 
may's best troops. 

“On June 3, five Ainerican divisions were relieved from 
the British area to support the French. The 77th and 82nd 
Divisions were moved sonth to release the 42nd and 26th 
for enployment on a more active portion of the front; the 
35th entered the line in the Vosges, and the 4th and 28th 
were moved to the region of Meaus and Chatean-Thierry 
as reserves. 

“On July 15, the date of the last German offensive, the 
52nd. 3rd. and 26th Divisions were on the Chateau-Thierry 
front with the 4th and 28th in support, some small units of 
the fast two divisions gaining front-fine experience; the 
42nd was in support of the French east of Rheims; and four 
colored regiments were with the French in the Argonne. 
On the Alszce-Lorraine front, five divisions were in line 
with the French. Five were with the British army, three 
having elements in the line. In the training areas, four 
divisions were assembled and four were in process of ar- 
rival.” 

Up to this time, American units had been put in here 
and there at critical points as emergency troops to stop 
the terrific German advance. In every trial. whether on the 
defensive or offensive. they had proved themselves equal 
to any troops in Furope. 

Warning having heen received of the German attack 
of July 15. on the Champagne front. the enemy was 
checked with heavy losses. 

The 42nd Division entered the fine near Somme and five 
of its infantry battalions and afl its artillery became en- 
gaged. Southwest of Rheims and along the Marne to the 
east of Chateau-Therry the Germans were at first some- 
what successful, a penetration of & kilometers beyond the 
river being effected against the French immediately to 
the right of the 3rd Division. The following auotation from 
the report of the commanding general. 3rd Division, gives 
the result of the fighting on his front: 

“Although the rush of the Germans overwhelmed some 
of the front-line positions, causing the infantry and ma- 
chine gun companies to suffer, in some cases a fiftv per- 
cent loss, no German soldier crossed the road from Fossoy 
to Crezanev, except as a nrisoner of war, and by noon of 
the following day (Tuly 16) there were no Germans in 
the foreground of the 3rd Division sector except the dcad.”: 

There were now over 1.200.000 American troops in 
France. Every trained American division was made avail- 
able for a counter offensive. 

General Petain’s initial plan for the counter attack in- 
volved the entire western face of the Marne salient. The 
Yst and 2nd American Divisions, with the 1st French Mo- 
roccan Division between them, were employed as the 
snearhead of the main attack. driving directly castward 
through the most sensitive portion of the German lines to 
the heiehts south of Soissons. The advance began on July 
18. without the usual hrief preliminary bombardment. an 
these three divisions at a single bound broke through the 
enemy's infantry defenses and overran his artillery, cut- 
ting or interrupting the German communications leading 
into the salient. A general withdrawal from the Marne was 
immediately begun by the enemy, who fought stubbornly 
to mrevent disaster. ; 

The 1st Division. throughout four davs of constant fight- 
ing, advanced 11 kilometers, canturing Berzv-le-Sec and the 
heirhts ahove Soissous and taking some 3,500 nrisoners and 
68 field cuns fron: fhe 7’German divisons employed against 
it. Tt was relieved by a British division. The 2nd Division 
advaneed 8 kilometers in the first 26 hours, and by the end 
of the second day was facing Tigny, having captured 3.000 
prisoners and 66 field guns. It was relieved on the night 
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of the 19h by a French division. The result of this coun- 
ter-offensive was of decisive importance, Due to the mag- 
nificient dash and power displayed on the tivld of Saissans 
by the Ist and 2nd Divisions, the tide ot war was detinite- 
ly turned in favor of the Allies. 

Other American divisions participated in the Marne 
counter-offensive, A little to the south of the 2nd Di- 
vision, the 4th was in line with the Freneh and was en- 
gaged until July 22. The First American Corps, under 
Major General Hunter Liggett, with the 26th Division and 
a French division, acted as a pivot of the movement to- 
ward Soissons, capturing Torcy on the 18th and reaching 
the Chateau-Thierry-Soisson road on the 2lst. At the sane 
time, the 3rd Division erossed the Marne and took the 
heights of Mont. St. Pere and villages of Charteves and 
Jaulgonne. 

The 42nd Division, between July 25 and August 2, 
fought its way through the Forest de Fere and across the 
Ourcey, advancing toward the Vesle until relieved by the 
4th Division on August 3. The 28th Division also purtiei- 
pated in the advance. 

Forcing the encimy back to the Roncheres Wood, the 3rd 
Division was relieved at that point by the 32nd Division 
from the Vosges front. The 32nd then advanced abreast of 
the 42nd toward the Vesle. On August 3. it passed under 
the command of the Third Corps, Major General Robert 
L. Bullard, commanding, which made its lirst appearance 
in battle at this time, while the 4th Division took up the 
task of the 42nd Division and advanced with the 32nd to 
the Vesle River, where, on August 6, the operation for the 
reduction of the Marne salient terminated. 

In the hard fighting from July 18 to August 6, the Ger- 
mans were not only halted in their advance, but were 
driven back from the Marne to the Vesle and committed 
wholly to the defensive. The force of American arms had 
been brought to bear in time to enable the last offensive 
of the enemy to be crushed. 

The First and Third Corps now held a continous front 
of 11 kilometers along the Vesle. On August 12 the 77th 
relieved the 4th Division on the First Corps front, and the 
following day the 28th relieved the 32nd in the Third 
Corps, while from August 6 to August 10, the 6th Infan- 
try Brigade of the 3rd Division held a sector on the rive) 
line. The transfer of the First Corps to Woevre was order- 
ed at this time, and the control of its front was turned 
over to the Third Corps. 


Participating in an offensive between Rheims and the 
Oise, the Third Corps crossed the Vesle on September 4, 
with the 28th and 77th Divisions. Overcoming stubborn 
opposition, the 77th reached the plateau south of the Aisne 
on September 6. The 28th was withdrawn from the line on 
September 7. Two days later the Third Corps was trans- 
ferred to the region of Verdun, the 77th remaining in tine 
on the Aisne River until September 17. 


The 32nd Division, upon its relief from the battle on the 
Vesle, joined a French corps north of Soissons and at- 
tacked from August 29 to 31, capturing Jugvigny and, 
after some desperate fighting, reached the Chauny-Soissons 
road. 

On the British front, two regiments of the 33rd Division 
participated in an attack on Hamel on July 4, and again 
on August 9, in connection with the allied offensive against 
the Amiens salient. One of these regiments took Gressaire 
Wood and Chipilly Ridge, capturing 700 prisoners and 
considerable material. 


Assembling the First American Army 

At Bombon on July 24, 1918, arrangements were made 
for the organization of the first American army under 
General Pershing. This army nominally assumed control 
of a portion of the Vesle front although instructions were 
given for its secret concentration in the St. Mihiel sector. 

The force of American soldiers in France at that mo- 
ment was sufficient to carry out this offensive but they 
were dispersed along the front from Switzerland to the 
Channel. The three Army Corps Headquarters to partici- 
pate in the St. Mihiel attack were the First, Fourth and

Fifth. The First was 6n the Vesle, the Fourth at Toul, atd 
the Fifth not yet completely organized, : 

The reduetion of the St. Miniel salient was Uuportant, 
as it would prevent the enciny from interrupting traffic 
on the Haris-Naney kailroad by artillery tire ana would 
tree the railroad Jeading uorth through St. Mihiel to Ver- 
ctun. It would alsa provide an advauce base of departure 
tor an attack against the Metz-Sedan Kuilroad system, 
whieh was vital to the Germain armies west of Verdun, 
and against the Briey tron Basin, which was necessary 
lor the production ot German armiuiment ane MUNITIONS, 

By August 3, the concentration of the seattered di- 
visions, carps and army troops, of the quantities of supe 
plics and uiunitions required, aud the necessary constroc- 
tion of light railways and rowds, were well under way. 

At it conference on Septeutber 2. if wis arranged that all 
the Allied armies were to be employed nea converging acm 
tion. The British armies, supperted by the left of the French 
armies, Were to pursue the attack in the direction of Cant 
brai; the center of the Frenel armies, west of Kheiins, 
would vontinue the actions, already begun, to drive the 
enemy beyond the Aisne, and the American amuy, supo 
portea by the right of the Preneh arnues, would direct its 
attack ow Sedan and Mezieres. 

The Meuse-Argonne front was chesen for attack be- 
cuuse plans and installations had been prepared lor an ex- 
pansion in that direction and beeause, in the opinion of 
the commandercin-ehief, no other Avied troops had the 
morale or olfeusive spirit necessary to overcome success- 
tully the difticulties to be met in that sector, fhe entire 
sector of 150 kilometers of front, extending from Port 
sur-Seille, east of the Moselle, west to include the Ar- 
goune Forest, was accordingly placed under American 
command, inehiding all French divisions then in that 
zone. The First American Army was to proceed with the 
St. Mihiet operation, after which the operation between 
the Mevse and the western edge of the Argonne Forest 
was to be prepared and launched uot biter than September 
25: 

The depth of the St. Mihicl operation wis limited to the 
line Vigneulles-Thiancourt-Kegnieville. The salient lad 
been held by the Germans sinve Septeanber, L914, lt cover- 
rd the most sensitive section of the enemy's position on 
the western front: namely the Mezieres-Sedan-Metz rail- 
road and the Briey Iron Basin; it threatened the cutire 
region between Verdun ane Naney, ane interrupted the 
main rail line from Paris to the east. Its prinuiry strengul 
Jay in the natural defensive features of the terrain itself. 
The western face of the salient extended along the rugged, 
heavily wooded eastern heights of the Meuse; the southern 
face followed the heights of the Meuse for 8 kilometers 
to the east and then crossed the plain of the Woevre, in- 
cluding within the Geran lines the detached heights of 
Loupmont and Montsec, which dominated the plain and 
alforded the enemy unusual facilities for observation. The 
enemy had reinforced the positions by every artificial 
means during a period of four years. 

On the night of September 11, the troops of the First 
Army were deployed in position, On the southern face of 
the salient was the First Corps. under Major General Lig- 
gett, with the 82nd, 90th, Sth, and 2nd Divisions in line, 
extending from the Moselle westward, On its left was the 
Fourth Corps, Major General loseph T. Dickman, com- 
manding, with the 89th, 42nd and Ist Divisions, the leit 
of this corps being opposite Montsec. These two Atmny 
Corps were to deliver the principal attack, the line pivot- 
ing on the center division of the First Corps. The lst Di- 
vision on the left of the Fourth Corps was charged with 
the double mission of covering its own flank while ad- 
vancing some 20 kilometers due north toward the heart 
of the salient, where it was to make contact with the 
troops of the Fifth Corps. On the western face of the sal- 
ient lay the Fifth Corps, under Major General George H. 
Cameron, with the 26th Division, 15th Freneh Colonial 
Division, and the 4th Division n line, from Mouilly west 
to Les Eparges and north to Watronville. Of these three 
divisions, the 26th alone was to make a deep advance di- 
rected southeast toward Vigneulles. The French Division 





was to make short progression to the edge of the heights 
in order to cover the left of the 26th. The 4th Division 
was not fo advance. In the eenter, between our Fourth and 
Fifth Army Corps, was the Second French Colonia! 
Corns, under Major General E. J. Blondlat. covering a 
frout of 40 kilometers with three small French Divisions. 
These troops were to follow up the retirement of the 
enemy from the tip of the salient. 

The French independent air force, together with the 
British bombing squadrons and the American air forces, 
inade up the largest assembly of aviation that had ever 
been engaged in one operation. The heavy guns were able 
to reach Metz and to interfere seriously with German 
rail movements, 

At dawn on September 12. after four hours of violent 
artillery bre vreparation, and accompanied by smal! tanks, 
infantry of the First and Fourth Corps advanced. The in- 
fantry of the Vifth Corps commenced its advance at 
Sac The operation was carried out with entire precision. 
tust after daylight on September 13, elements of the Ist 
ane 26th Divisions made a junction near Hattonghate! and 
Vigueulles. 18 Kilometers uertheast of St. Mihiel. The 
rapidity with which the divisions advanced overwhelmed 
the enemy and all oliicetives were reached by the afternoon 
of September 13. The enemy had apparently started to 
withdraw sone of his troops from the tip of the salient 
on the eve of the attack but had been unable to carry it 
through. Nearly 16,000 prisoners. 443 guns and large 
stores of material and supplies were captured. The energy 
and swiftness with which the operation was carried out 
enabled opposition to he smothered ta such an extent 
that less than 7.000 casualties were suffered during the 
actual period of the advance. 

During the next two days, the right of the line west 
of the Moselle River was advanced heyond the obiectives 
laid down in the original orders, outlined above. This coni- 
pleted the operations for the time being and the line was 
stahalized to he held by the smallest practicable force. 

The material results of the victory were very important. 
An American arniy was an accomplished fact. and the 
enemy had felt its power. No form of propaganda could 
avercome the depressing effect on the morale of this 
demonstration of ability. to organize a large American 
foree and drive successfully throngh his defense. Tt gave 
the Americun troops implicit confidence in their superior- 
ty and raised their morale to the highest pitch. For the 
first time wire entanglements ceased ta be regarded as 
impassable barriers, and open-warfare training, which had 
heen so urgently insisted npon, proved to he the correct 
doctrine. The attack was concluded with such small losses 
and in such high spirits that without the usual rest. thev 
were iinmediately available for employment in heavy tight- 
ing in a new theatre of ooerations. The strength of the 
First Army iu this bess totaled appreximately 500,000 
men, of whom ahout 70,000 were French. 


Meuse-Argonne Oneration 

The definite decision for the Meuse-Argonne phase of 
the great allied convergent attack was agreed to at a con~ 
ference hetween Marshal Foch. General Pershing and 
Gereral Petain on Sentember 2. It was planned to use all 
available farees of the First Arme, inchiding such die 
viciens and troops as might be withdrawn from the St. 
Mibiel front. The Army was to break through the eneniv's 
cucevssive vones. incliding the Hindenbury line. on the 
feant Brieulles-Romagne sous Montfaucon-Grandpre, and 
therrafter. hy deyetoning nressure toward Mezieres, was 
to insure the fall of the Hindenburg line along the Aisne 
River in front of the Fourth Freneh Army, which was 
to attack to the west of the Argonne Forest. A penetration 
af some 12 to 15 kilometers wis reauired to reach the Hin- 
denberg line at this part af the front and the enenty’s de- 
fenees were virtually continuous throughout that depth, 

The Mense-Argonne frovt fad heen nractieally staha- 
lized in Sentember, 1914, and, excent for minor fluctuations 
Aurine the German attacks on Verdun in 1916 and the 
French counter-offensive in August, 1917, remained un- 
changed until the American advance in 1918. The net re- 


sult of the four years’ struggle on this ground was a Ger- 
man defensive system of unusual depth and strength and 
a wide zone of utter devastation, itself a serious obstacle 
to offensive operations. 

In strategical importance, this portion of the line was 
second to none on the western front. All supplies and 
evacuations of the German armies in northern France 
were dependent upon two great railway systems—one jn 
the north, passing through Liege, while the other in the 
south, with lines coming from Luxemburg, Thionville, and 
Metz, had as its vital section the line Carignan-Sedan- 
Mezicres. This southern line was essential to the Germans 
for the rapid strategical movement of troops. Should it be 
cut by the Allies before the enemy could withdraw his 
forces through the narrow neck between Mezieres and the 
Dutch frontier, the ruin of his armies in France and Bel- 
ginum would be complete. 

The effect of a penetration of 18 kilometers by the 
American army would be equivalent to an advance of 95 
kilometers farther west; furthermore, such an advance on 
this front was far more dangerous to the enemy than an 
advance elsewhere. The vital invportance of this portion 
of his position was fully appreciated by the enemy, who 
had suffered tremendous losses in 1916 in attempting to 
improve it by the reduction of Verdun, As a consequence 
it had been claborately fortified. and consisted of practi- 
cally a continuous scrics of positions 20 kilometers or 
morc in depth. 

In addition to the artificial defenses. the enemy was 
sreatly aided by the natural features of the terrain. 
East of the Meuse the dominating heights not only pro- 
tected his left hut gave him positions from which powerful 
artillery could deliver an oblique fire on the western bank. 
Ratterics located in the elahorately fortified Argonne for- 
est covered his right flank, and could cross their fire with 
that of the guns on the cast bank of the Meuse. Midway 
hetween the Meuse and the forest, the heights of Mont- 
faucon offered perfect observation and formed a strong 
natural position which had been heavily fortified. The east 
and west ridges abutting on the Meuse and Aire River 
valleys afforded the enemv excellent machine-gun posi- 
tions for the desperate defense which the importance of 
the position would require him to make. North of Mont- 
faucon densely wooded and rugged heights constituted 
natural features favorable to defense fighting. 


When the First Army became engaged in the simul- 
taneous preparation for two maior operations. an interval 
of 14 davs separated the initiation of two attacks. During 
this short period the movement of the immense number of 
troons and the amount of supplies involved in the Meuse- 
Argonne battle, over the few roads available, and confined 
to the hours of darkness, was one of the most delicate 
and difficult problems of the war. The concentration in- 
cluded 15 divisions, of which 7 were involved in the pend- 
ing St. Mihicl drive. 3 were in sector in the Vosges, 3 near 
Soissons, ] in a training area, and 1 near Bar-le-Dic. Prac- 
tically all the artillery, aviation and other anxiliaries to 
he emnloved in the new oncrations were committed to the 
St. Mihiel attack and. therefore, could not be moved until 
its sueress wag assured The concentration of all units 
not to be used at St. Mihiel was commenced immediately. 
and on Sentember 13. the second dav of St. Mihiel, re- 
serve divisions and artillery units were withdrawn and 
placed in motion toward the Areanne front. 

That nart of the eector from Fresnes-en~Woevre, south- 


go ast of Verdun toa the western ede of the Argonne For- 


vest, while nominally under American controf. did not ac- 
tively become a Part of it until September 22, on which 
Ante headquarters were established at Souilly, southwest 
af Verdun. OF French troops. in addition to the Second 
French Colonial Corps. comnosed of three divisions, there 
was also the Seventeenth French Corps of three divisions 
Niofding the front uorth and east of Verdun, 

At the opening of the Meuse-Argonne battle, the ene- 
my had 10 divisions in line and 10 in reserve on the front 
between Fresnes-en-Woevre and the Argonne Foret 
inclusive, 
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The operations in the Meuse-Argonne battle may be 
considered in three phases: the frst, from September 20 
to October 3; the second, from October + to Jl; and the 
third from) November 1 to 11. 

Meuse-Argonne, First Phase 

On the night of Septentber 29, the Y divisions to lead in 
the attack were deployed between the Meuse River and 
the western edge of the Argonue forest, On the right was 
the Third Corps under Major General Bullard, with the 
43rd, 8Uth and 4th Divisions in line; next came the Filth 
Corps, under Major General Cameron, with the 33th, 28th 
and 7/th Divisions. Each Corps had L division in reserve. 
About 2.700 guns, SY small tanks, (142 thamned by Atuect 
cans), and 821 airplanes, (OU4 mined by Americans), 
Were concentfated to support the attack ot the infantry. 
The American forces bad a superiority in guns and aviar 
tion: the Germans had no tanks. 

The axis of the atréek was the line Montiancan-Ro- 
MagnesBuzaney, the purpose being to make the deepest 
penetration in the center with the Fourth Freneh Army 
advancing west of the Argomie, world force the cremy to 
evacuate that forest withont it being necessary for the 
American force to deliver a heavy attack in that difficult 
region. 

Following three hours of violent artillery fire, the in- 
fantry advanced at 3:30 a. in., on September 26, accompan- 
ied by ianks. During the first two days of the attack, be- 
fore the enemy was able to bring up lis reserves, steady 
progress was made through his network of defenses. Mont- 
tuucou was held tenaciously by the enemy and was not 
captured until noon of the second day. 

By the evening of the 28th, a maximium advance of 11 
kilometers had been achieved and Baulny, Linonville, 
Septsarges, and Dannevousx had been captured. The right 
had made a splendid advance into the woods south of 
Brieulles-sur-Meuse, but the extreme leit was meeting 
strong resistance in the Argonne. The attack continued 
without interruption, meeting six new uivisions which the 
enemy threw into the line before September 29. He devel- 
opel a powerful machine-gun defense suported by leavy 
artillery fire, and made frequent counter-attacks with 
fresh troops, particularly on the front of the 28th and 33th 
Divsions. These divisions had taken Varennes, Cheppy, 
Baulny and Charpentry, and the line was within 2 kilo- 
meters of Apremont. The engagement was no longer a 
maneuver for pinching out a salient but was now a direct 
frontal attack against strong, hostile positions fully manned 
ly a determined enemy. 

By mghtfall of the 29th, the First Army line was ap- 
proximately Boise de la Cate Lemont-Nantillois-A premont 
-southwest across the Argonne. Many divisions, especially 
those in the center that were subjected to cross-lire of ar- 
tillery, had suffered heavily. ane severe lighting, the 
nature of the terrain over which they attacked, and the tog 
and darkness sorely tried even our best divisions. On the 
night of the 29th, the 37th and 79th Divisions were relieved 
hy the 32nd and 3rd Divisions, respectively, and on the 30th 
the lst Division relieved the 35th. 

The critical problem during the first few days of the 
battle was the restoration of communications over “no 
man's land.” There were but four roads available across 
this deep zone, and the violent artillery tire of the previous 
period of the war had virtually destroyed them. The 
spongy soil and the lack of material increased the diffi- 
culty, but the splendid work of American engineers and 
pioncers soon made possible the movement of troops, ar- 
tillery and supplies. By the afternoon of the 27th, all the 
divisional artillery, except a few batteries of heavy guns 
had effected a passage and was supporting the infantry 
action, 


Meuse-Argonne, Second Phase 
At 5:30 a. m., on October 4, the general attack was re- 
newed. The enemy divisions on the front from Fresnes-en- 
Woevre to the Argonne had increased from 10 in the first 
line to 16, and included some of his best divisions. The 
fighting was desperate, and only small advances were rca- 
lized, except by the Ist Division on the right of the First 
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Corps. By evening of October 5, the line was approximate- 
Iv: Bois de In Cote-Lemunt-Bois de Fays-Genes-Hill 240- 
tleville-Chehery, southwest through the Argoune. 

It was very desirable to drive the enemy iront his cone 
inanding positions on the heights east of die Meuse, but it 
was even more portant that le should be forced to use 
his troops there and so weaken his tenacious hold on po- 
sitions in the juuuediate front. ‘The further stabilization 
of the new St. Aliliel line permitted the withdrawal of cer- 
tain alivisious far the extension of the Meuse-Argonic op- 
eration to the east bank of the Mense River, 

Ou the 7th the First Corps, with the 82nd Division 
added, launched a strong attack worthwest toward Cornay, 
Qu the Sth the Seventeenth breneh Corps under Major 
General Cloidel, initiated its attack cast of the Meuse. 
Lhe troups cucountered elaborate fortilications ind stub- 
bora resistanve, but by wigltiall had realized an advanee of 
© kilometers to a line well within the Bois de Conseuvoye, 
and including the villages of Beanmant and Hauntout, Con- 
tintous hghting was maintained along Unis entire Trout, 
with especie! sitccess on the extreme leit, where the 
caplure of the greater part of the Argonne torest was co: 
pleted. “Lhe enemy contested every toot of ground on this 
Iront in order to nutke mare rapid retirements farther west 
and withdraw lis treeps trom northern France vefore the 
Inferruphon of his railroad communications through Sedan, 

There were still two divisions with the British and two 
with the Freneh. dt was very desirable that the American 
Army should be pushed forward to the lhuit but to do this 
it was evidently necessary to reeall the two divisions sull 
with the British and the two with the French. The Frenel, 
however, were straining every nerve to keep up their at- 
tucks, and, before the divisions with the French had been 
released it became necesury for the 37th and YIst Divisions 
lo go to the assistance of the Sixth Vreneh army in 
landers. 

At this time the First army was lolding a front of more 
than 120 kilometers; its strength exceeded one inillion men; 
it was engaged in the most desperate battle of ont history, 
and it became necessary to transfer to the newly constiluired 
Second Army, under Lieutenant General Ro L. Bullard, that 
portion of the front extending from Vort-sur-Seille, east of 
the Moselle. to Fresnes-en-\\ oevre, southeast of Verdun. 

Qu October 16, conumand of the First Army was trans- 
ferred to Lieutenant General Hunter Liggett, and General 
Headquarters were estallished at Liguey-en-Barrois. 

The tse and 5th Divisions were relieved by the 42nd and 
80th, which were now fresh, In an attack along the whole 
front on October 14, the stronghold of Cote Dame Marie 
was captured and the Hindenburg Line was broken. Cunel 
and Romagne-sour-Montfaucon were taken and the line 
advaneed 2 kilometers north of Sonmerance. A maximum 
advance of 17 kilometers had been made since September 
26 and the enemy had been forced to throw into the tight 
a total of 13 reserve divisions, 

During the remainder of the month important local op- 
erations were carrice out, which involved desperate fight- 
ing. The First Corps, under Major General Dickman, ad- 
vanced through Grandpre; the Fifth Corps, under Major 
General C. P. Suinmerall, captured the Bois de Banthe- 
ville; the Third Corps, under Major General J. L. Hines, 
completed the occupation of Cunel Heights, and the Sev- 
enteeth French Corps drove the enemy from the aiain 
ridge south of La Grande Montagne. In the further pese- 
tration of the Kriemhilde-Stellung on October 23, the 
26th Division entered the battle and relieved the 18th 
French Division. 

Sununarizing the material results which had been at~ 
tained by the First Army by the end of October: it had 
met an increasing number of Germany's best divisions, 
rising from 20 in line and reserve on September 26, to 31 
on October 31; the enemy's elaborately prepared posi- 
tions, including the Hindenburg Line, on this front, had 
been broken; the almost impassable Argonne forest was 
captured; an advance of 21 kilometers had been effected; 
18,600 prisoners, 370 cannon, 1,000 machine guns and a 
mass of material captured; and the great railway artery 
through Carignan to Sedan was now seriously threatened. 
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The American soldier had shown unrivaled fortitude in 
this contimtons lighting during most inclement weather 
and under many disadvantiges of position. Through ex- 
perience, the army had developed into a powertnl and 
smootierunning machine, and there was supreme conli- 
dence in its ability to carry through the tsk successfully. 

Obstacles that seemed insurmountable were overcome 
daily in expediting the movements of replacements, amt 
mupition and supphes to the front, and of sick and 
wounded to the rear. It was this spirip of determination 
animating every American soldier that made it  impos- 
sible tor the cnvmy to amaintam the straggle until 1919, 

Meuse-Argonne, Third Phase 

While the plans for the Allied armies on the western 
front changed from time to time, it remained the mission 
of the First American Army to cut the great Carignan-se- 
dan-Mezieres Watlroad. 

On the morning of November 1, three Army Corps were 
in line between the Meuse River and the Bois de Bour- 
gogne. On the right the Third Corps had the 5th and 90th 
Divisions; the Fitth Corps with the 84th and 2ud Divis- 
ions, the center of Che ling, and made the wedge of the 
attack on the tirst day; on the lert the First Corps de- 
ployed the 8Qth, 77th and 78th D visions. 

Hreeeded by two hours of artillery preparation, the in- 
iantry advaneed, closely followed by “accompanying 
guns.” The artillery acquitted itself magniticiently, the 
barrages being so well coordinated and so dense that the 
enemy was overwhehned and quickly submerged by the 
rapid onslauglit. 

By nighttall, the Mitth Corps, in the center, bad rea- 
lized an advance of almost 9 kilometers, to the Bois de la 
Folic, and lad vompleted the capture of the heights of 
Barricourt, wlile the Third Corps, on the right, had cap- 
tured Ainereville and Andevanne. 

The enemy's last defense had been broken through, his 
artillery positions captured, and a percipitte retreat of Its 
forees Was canard. On the 2nd and 3rd, rapid advance 
Was made against heavy nyghting on the fronts of the 
tight and center corps: to the left the troops of the First 
Corps hurried forward in pursuit, some by motor trucks, 
while the artillery pressed along the country roads close 
behind, Heavy artillery was skillfully breught inte posr 
tion to fite upon the Carignan-Sedan Kailroad and the 
junctions at Longuyon and Contlans, By the evening of 
the 4th, American troops had reached La Neuville, oppo- 
site Stenay, and had swept through the great Forest de 
Dieulet, reaching the outskirts of Beaumont, while on the 
left we were 8 kilometers north of Bolt-aux-Bois. 

On the Sth, the advance continned toward Sedan, with 
increasing swiftness. The Third Corps, turning eastward, 
erossed the Meuse in a brilliant operation by the Sth Di- 
vision, driving the euemy from the heights of Dun-sur- 
Meuse and forcing a general withdrawal from the strong 
positions he had so long heid on the hills north of 
Verdun. 

By the 7th, the right of the Third Corps had exploited 
ils river crossing to a distance of 10 kilometers cast of the 
Meuse, completely ejecting the enemy from the wooded 
heights and driving him out into the swampy plain of the 
Woevre: the Fifth and First Corps had reached the line 
of the Mense River along their respretive fronts and the 
left of the latter coryos held the heights dominating Sedan, 
the strategical goal of the Mense-Argonne operation, 41 
kilometers from the point of departure on November 1. 
The enemy's main line of communication had been cut, 
and recognizing that nothing but a cessation of hostilities 
could save his armies from complete disaster, he appealed 
for an immediate armistice on November 6 : 

Between November 7 and 10, the Third Corps continued 
its advance eastward to Remoiville, while the 17th French 
Corps, on its right, with the 79th, 26th and 8lst American 
Divisions, drove the enemy from his final foothold on the 
heights east of the Meuse. 

Following instructions from Marshal Foch, the Second 
army pressed the enemy along its entire front. On_the 
night of the 10th and the morning of the Ilth, the Fifth 
Corps, in the First Army, forced a crossing of the Meuse 
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cast of Beaumont and gained the commanding heights 
within the reentrant of the river, thus completing control 
of the Meuse River line. 

At Ga. m., on the llth, notilication was received from 
Marshal Foch's headquarters that the Artmistice had been 
signed and that hostilties would cease at 11 a.m. 

Between September 26 and November 11, twenty-two 
American and French divisions, on the front extending 
from southeast of Verdun to the Argonne Forest, had en- 
gaged and decisively beaten forty-seven different German 
divisions representing 25 percent of the enemy's entire 
divisional strength on the western front. Of these eneniy 
divisions, twenty had been drawn from the French front 
and one frown the British front. Of the twenty-two Ameri- 
can divisions, twelve had, at different times during this 
period, beeu engaged on fronts other than their own, The 
Kirst Army suftercd a toss of about 117,000 in killed and 
wounded. It captured 26,000 prisoners, $47 cannon, 3,000 
machine guns, and large quantities of material. 

The dispositions which the enemy made to meet the 
Meuse-Argonne offensive. both immediately before the 
opening of the attack and during the battle, demonstrated 
the importance he ascribed to this section of the front 
and the extreme measures he was foreed to take in its de- 
lense, From the moment the American offensive began 
until the Armistice, his defense was desperate and the 
flow of his divisions to that front was continuous. 


Operations of the Second Army 


During the last three days of hostilities, the Second 
Atmy advaneed in the direction of Briey Iron Basin, In 
the face of stiff resistance by the enemy, the gains rea- 
lized reflected great credit on the divisious engaged. 

Jt had been planned to make a combined attack on No- 
ventber 4, in which twenty French and six Ameraican 
divisions were to be nsed. Of the divisions designated for 
this Operation, the 3rd, 4th, 29th and 36th were in reserve 
and were starting their marel castward on the morning 
of November 11, while the 28th and 35th were being with- 
drawn from line on the Second Army front. 


American Activities on Other Fronts 


During the lirst phase of the Meuse-Argonne baitie, 
American divisions were taking part in important attacl:s 
on other portions of the front. On the British front, the 
Second Army Corps, under Major General Read, with the 
27th and 30th Divisions, cooperated with the Australian 
Corps in breaking the Hindenburg line at Le Chateau, 
where the Quentin Canal pisses through a tunnel under a 
ridge, In this and later actions from September 29 to Oc- 
tober 19, the Second Corps captured over 6,000 prisoners 
and advanced about 24 kilometers. 

On October 2-9, the 2nd and 36th Divisions assisted the 
Fourth French Army in its advance between Rheims and 
the Argonne. The wooded heights of Mont Blane, the key 
point of the German position, was captured by assault. 
The division repulsed violent counter-attacks, and then 
advanced into the village of St. Etienne, thus forcing the 
Germans to fall back before Rheims and yield positions 
which they had held since September, 1914. On October 
10, the 36th Division relieved the 2nd, and in two days ad- 
vaneed, with the French, 21 kilometers, compelling the 
eneiny to retire behind the Aisne River. 

In the middle of October, at the request of Marshal 
Foch, the 37th and Slst Divisions, the latter accompanied 
by the artillery of the 28th Division, were sent to assist 
the Sixth French Army on the Belgian front, where slow 
progress was being made. On October 30th, these divis- 
ions entered the line and attacked. By November 3, the 
37th Division had completed its mission by rapidly driving 
the enemy across the Escaut River and had firiity estab- 
lished itself on the east bank, while the 9ist Division, in a 
spirited advance, captured Spitaals Bosschen, reached the 
Scheldt, and entered Aucenarde. 


American Troops in Italy 


At the repeated request of the Italian government, the 
“32nd infantry regiment, with the necessary hospital and 
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auxiliary services. was sent to the Italian front in Juty. 
1918. These troops were in action against the Austrians 
in the fall of 1918 at the crossing of the Piave River and 
in the final pursuit of the Austrian army. 


American Troong in Russa 


The 339th infantry. the First Battalion, 310 engineers. 
337th Field Hospital Company. and 337th Ambulance Com- 
pany sailed from England on August 26, to assis, in 
guarding the ports, ete. of the Murmansk coast. In # 
series of minor engagements from Septentber, 1918, to 
May. 1919, 82 Americans were killed and 7 died of wounds. 

In April. 1919, two companies of railroad troops were 
added to the American contingent. The withdrawal of the 
force commenced in May, 1919, and on August 25, there 
was left only a small detachment of Graves Registration 
troops. 


The Advance Into Germany 

By the terms of the Armistice, the Allies were to occu- 
py all German territory west of the Rhine, with bridge- 
heads of 30 kilometer radius at Cologne, Coblenz and 
Mayence. To the American command was designated the 
bridgehead of Coblenz and the district of Treves. 

A Third Army, under Major General J. ‘t. Dickman, 
was organized as the Army of Occupation. The Third and 
Fourth Army Corp staffs and troops. less artillery, the Ist, 
2nd, 3rd. 4th, 32nd and 42nd Divisions, and the 66th Field 
Artillery brigade were assigned to the Third Army and 





the farce was later increased by the addition of the Sev 
enth Corps. under Major General W. M. Wright, with 
the Sth. 89th and 90th Divisions. 

On November 17 at 5a. am. all the Athed forces from the 
North Sea to the Swiss border moved forward simultan- 
vously in the wake of the retreating German armies. A 
halt was made at the frontier until December 1, when the 
leading clements of all Allied armies crossed the line into 
Germany. The Third Army Headquarters were establish- 
ed at Coblenz and an Advanee General Headquarters lo- 
cated at Treves. 

After the passage of the Third Army. the occupation of 
the Duchy of Luxemburg was intrusted to the Sth and 
33rd Divisions of the Second Army. The city of Luxem- 
burg. garrisoned by French troops aud designated as the 
headquarters of the Allied commander-iu-chief, was ex- 
cluded from American control. Later, in order to avotd 
possible friction, Marshal Foch placed the cntire Duchy 
in the American zone. 


Return of Troops to the United States 

Brest, St. Nazaire, and Bordeaux. were the principal 
embarkation ports. Marseilles and Le Havre being added 
later to utilize Italian and French liners. An Einbarkation 
Center was organized around Le Mans, which eventually 
acconuuodated 230,000 men. 

On November 16. all combat troops, except 30 divisions 
and a minimum of corps and army troops were released 
for return to the United States.

In the physical examinations, the states of the Middle 
West made the best showing. Country bovs did better 
than city boys; whites better than colored: and native 
born better than foreign born. 

There were 200,000 Army officers. Of every six officers. 
one had previous military training with troops, three were 
graduates of officers’ training camps, and two came di- 
rectly from civil life. 

: The average American soldier who fought in France had 
six months training here, two months overseas before en- 
tering the line, and one month in a quiet sector before 
going into battle. 
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The Signal Corps strung in France 100,000 iniles of tele- 
phone and telegraph wire. 

Most soldiers received their training in infantry divisions, 
which are our typical combat units and consist of about 
1,000 officers and 27,000 men. 


Most of the troops who sailed for France left from New 
York. Half of them landed in England and the other half 
landed in France. 


Among every 100 Americans who went over, 49 went 
in British ships. 45 in American ships, 3 in Ttalian, 2 in 
French and 1 in Russian shipping under English coutrol. 

Cargo ships averaged one complete trip every 70 days 
Troop ships. one complete trin every 35 days. 

The cargo fleet was almost exclusively American. It 
reached the size of 2,600.000 deadweight tons, and carried 
to Europe about 7.500.000 tons of cargo. 

The greatest troop carricr among all the ships was the 
Leviathan. which landed 12.000 men—the equivalent of a 
German division—in France every month, 

The fastest transports were the Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacific. which made complete turnarounds—tak- 
ing on new troops and starting back again—in 19 days. 

Requirements for some kinds of clothing for the Army 
were more than twice as great as the prewar total Ameri- 
can production of the same articles. 

American engineers built in France, 83 new ship berths, 
1.000 miles of standard-gauge track and 538 iniles of nar- 
row-gauge track. 

Prior to the Armistice, 40,000 trucks were shipped to the 
forces in France. 

Construction projects in the United States cost twice as 
much as the Panama Canal, and construction overseas was 
on nearly as large a scale. 

The total production of Springfield and Enfield rifles 
np to the signing of the Armistice was over 2,510,000. 

The use of machine guns on a large scale was a devel- 
opment of the war. In the American army, the allowance 
in 1912 was four machine guns per regiment. The army 
plans made in 1919 provide for an equipment of 336 ma- 
ant i per regiment, or eighty-four times as many as 
in 1912.

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paper man, as the official dispensor of news dealing with 
the adininistration’s war policy, so that a uniferm = pro- 
grant for the display of war news throughout the entire 
nation was realized. This program once started met with 
the fullest co-operation of all public journals. Other 
factors to aid in the upbuilding of public opinion were 
later brought into play. Through the organization of the 
“Four Minute Men," orators extolled ino spoken word 
what the press displayed on its printed pages. And the 
notion picture flashing through its news reels and the 
drama scenes which stirred the martial spirit of the na- 
tion, formed a link of inestimable power in the molding 
and buiding of national sentiment. 


How anuch weight the Conmander-in-Chief of the 
American Lxpeditionary Forces attached to the public 


press, is evidenced in the establishment of the “Stars and 
Stripes,” official newspaper of the A. E. F., published by 
and for the members of the Yankee forces. 

Its news of the activities of the American forces and its 
comments upon the happenings in the homeland, formed 
a tie which firmly bound the lighting morale of the 
A. E, F. 

The press of America, operating in close co-ordination 
with the war policy of the government,—discarding for 
the period of the emergency its partisan viewpoints,—was 
unined for the promotion of the spirit which typified the 
nation in carrying through, without a hitch, its great pro- 
gram of war to bring universal peace. 

In long Beach, two great daily newspapers and a 
monthly publication co-operated in the national program 
from the very beginning of the War. The Long Beach 
Press, the Daily Telegram, and Worth While Magazine 
without reservation opened their columns to any and all 
news destined to promote the cause for which America 
was fighting. Prior to the national draft, these publications 


were responsible im a large measure for the patriotic im- 
pulse that prompted hundreds of Long Beach men to enlist 
in the army, navy and marine corps. These periodicals 
paved the way for the wational draft and fater for the 
numeraus war drives that were conducted to finance the 
war and relieve war sufferers. Through their cohmnns the 
people were informed of the great national food conser- 
vation program, designed to put an end to waste and ex- 
travaganece in the consumption af foodstutfs and thus, not 
only make passible sufficient food for the use of our own 
and allied armies, hut also celease for amilitary Crating 
thousands of men engaged in agricultural and correlative 
phrsiits. 

tu the columns of the “Press” and “Telegram” from 
lime to time appeared the pictures and biographies af ser- 
vice men, letters written in camp, and personal news items 
regarding their welfare, progress and promotion. These 
accounts stimulated patriotism from a standpaint of his- 
tory. It can be said that the pulilication of a large mabe 
of photographs and biographies in this hook ts possible 
because the newspapers preserved the records of these 
ren. 

The editors, W. F. Prisk of the “Press” and Frank C. 
Roberts of the “Telegram,” together with D, M. Shreve 
of the monthly magazine “Worth While,” besides publish- 
ng every available bit of news that would aid in the mold- 
ing of public opinion in sympathy with America’s war 
program, were. prominently identified in all the city's 
programs outlined durmg the war to uphold the unstained 
honor of the flag, 

Reporters, compositors, advertising men and every em- 
ployee of Long Beach publications from the managing 
editor down to the printer’s devil in some way contributed 
to the suceesstul dissemination of war news and to each of 
them is due proper credit for the patriotic spirit in which 
they “carried on.” 





Four Minute Men Discuss Vital Subjects 


Address Approximately Eleven Thousand Persons Each Week 


The department of ‘Four-Minute Men" was created by the 
Federal Government upon an order of President Wilson, 
dated April 14, 1917, when the “Committee on Public In- 
formation” was formed consisting of the following mem- 
bers, to-wit: the Secretary of State, the Secretary of War, 
the Secretary of the Navy, and George Creel, who was 
Chairman of the Committee, 


The purpose of the Four-Minute Men as outlined by the 
Committee was to assist the various departments of the 
government in the work of national defcnse during the 
continuance of the war, by the provision of a national or- 
ganization of volunteer speakers, to present to moving 
picture audiences four-minute direct messages on subjects 
of vital national importance, prepared under the authority 
and direction of the proper government officers. The orga- 
nization was formed to provide a national mouthpiece 
under centralized direction at Washington, working with 
the patriotic assistance of the motion picture industry 
through which these messages of the government depart- 
ments to the people could be presented without confusion. 


When Marshall Stimson was appointed Associate State 
Director for California, having particular charge of Los 
Angeles County, he, on September 28, 1917, wrote a letter 
to Frederick A. Knight, of Long Beach, California, asking 
him if he would undertake the Organization of a corps of 
speakers to take care of Four-Minute work in Long Beach 
theatres. Mr. Knight at once accepted the responsibility 
of forming and managing such an organization, the fol- 
lowing men being the speakers who served practically 
during the whole term of the war and unti] the disbanding 
of the Four-Minute Men, to-wit: Frederick A. Knight, 
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Chairman; George M. Spicer, Frank F. Merriam, W. L. 
Camp, A. L. Parmley, Irwin R. Hall, George Hi. Steven- 
son, Rev. Henry Kendall Booth, George S. Burgess, 

There were other speakers in connection with the lour- 
Minute work, among which speakers were: Rk. H. Young, 
Phillip McCaughan, John E, Daly, Dr. W. Harriman Jones, 
John H. Burke and John G. Munholland. 

Once a week a meeting of Los Angeles Four-Minute 
Men was held in Los Angeles, at whiel: time four men 
were called upon to deliver their prospective Four-Minute 
speeches on the next subject, and then after each speech 
was delivered, it was thoroughly criticised as a speech by 
the other members present. The Chairman of the Long 
Beach body always attended these meetings, but all Four- 
Minute Men were welcome to attend and some of them 
took advantage of this opportunity, 

The Chairman of the Four-Minute Men at Long Beach 
occasionally called the Four-Minute Men together for a 
general discussion of the work being undertaken, and par- 
ticularly the method of delivering the speeches, It was 
sought to carry out the following rules very strictly in con- 
nection with the speeches, to-wit: That no speech should 
exceed four minutes, That the speeches should be of short 
sentences, full of facts. That the speeches should be simple 
and direct, and very distinctly delivered so that every one 
in the house should hear all that was said and that the 
simpliest child might understand it. Also it was sought to 
impress the audience each time with the fact that it was a 
direct message from the government, upon a vital subjeet. 

The subjects upon which the Four-Minute Men spoke 
during the time the organization was in existence were as 
follows:

During the time of the activity of the Four-Minute Men, 
the Chairman cach week ascertained and reported to the 
logs Angeles Connty headquarters, in Los Angeles, ap- 
proximately the aumiber of persons addressed by all the 
Four-Minute Men in long Beach during the campaign, 
and the mmunber averaged approximately 11.060 people a 
week, 

During most of the year 1918 there were nine theatres 
in Long Beach in which these speeches were delivered. 


The work of the Four-Minute Men was such that it 
took a great aeal of time of the members o 
zation, not only in making the speeches and waiting 


around the theatres until sueh time as the speech could be 
delivered, but also in the preparation of the speeches. A 
short speech requires much more preparation than a longer 
one, especruly as Uhe government always had a great deal 
of information to present upon each subject, and to get as 
much as possible of this information before the publie was 
the desire and effort of all Four-Minute Men. 

After December 24, 1918. the Four-Minute Men dis- 
handed, and exch one was issued, by the Federal Govern- 
nent, a Certiticate of honor certiiving the patriotic work 
verforined in this activity. Also each member was issued a 
button of unique design, to keep as a memento of the 
service. ;

Plays Important Role In Social and Welfare Work

T the very outbreak of the war with Germany, the 

local Young Men's Christian Association virded it-

Hess and achieving: results that have since become a pridy 
to the city and an envy of other localities. 

The community responded to every call of the organi- 
zation for finances and in all drives the quotas were ¢x- 
ceeded by substantial stuus., In the first drive—quota 
$25,000—over $27.00 was raised in one day by comunittces 
nnder the chairmanship of William M. Cook of the Na- 
tional Bank of Lony Beach, The second drive, under the 
leadership of ©. A. Butfum, netted a sum in excess of 
$60,000, When the several welfare organizations combined 
ina final National War Work drive. Long Beach sub- 
scribed $41,119, substantially exceeding the quota of 
$38,250. 

The establishinent of a harbor guard at the shipyards 
necessitated an immediate program of recreation and en- 
tertainment. A strong organization made it possible to 
meet every requirement of the men. A piano was placed 
at their disposal and, like all good things in this world, 
after serving its entire usefulness it was abandoned at the 
harbor at the close of the war. Reading matter and writing 
material were in great demand and the “Y" fully supplied 
the wants of the men in this connection. 

Full privileges at the “¥" building on Locust Avenue 
were available to all soldiers and it might be said that they 
derived an unusual amount of pleasure from the use of 
musical instruments, athletic equipment, showers and other 
features. 

Extension work at San Pedro, and even as far away as 
Aveadia at the Balloon school was carried on by a body 
of volunteer citizens. 

Tn the contribution of men the local association not only 
gave the flower of ity young men membership but also 


gave E. A. Merwin, pliysi¢al director, who served in the 
regular army as a Captain, R. H. Gossom, general secre- 
tary, who served is an overseas “Y” volunteer, and the 
following citizens who served in similar capacihes, Rev. 
Hamilton, pastor of the United Presbyterian Chureh, Rey. 
O. fl. L. Mason, pastor of the Calvary Presbyterian 
Church, Dr. N. PD. Austin, John Meteer, Dave Hutton, 
Burbank Curtis, E. Vance Hill, Rev. C. C. Bentley and 
Henry C. Hanthn, All of these men with the exception af 
two saw overseas service and 1eports from their work re- 
flect great credit on this city. 

Durmg the period of demobilization, the Y. M. C. A, 
continued its splendid work and in many ways gave valu- 
able assistance to the returning soldiers in re-establishing 
themselves. The Board of Directors voted a six months 
Iree membership to every ex-soldier, regardless of whether 
or not he had previously resikled here. Hundreds of men 
availed themselves of this offer. A secretary gave prac- 
lically his entire time to such matters as securing employ- 
nient, adjusting bonuses, securing extra travel fare and 
attending to other personal matters. Over a thousand men 
were served in some manner by this department. 

A supplemental education fund was made available 
through the National War Work Council:and scholarships 
were awarded through the recommendations of the local 
association. A half a dozen young men were. assisted in 
their college career, while a score of others were given 
free scholarships in home study courses. The money value 
of these seholarships and home study courses approxi- 
mated $2,000, 

To enumerate all who contributed to the inauguration 
of this splendid work in behalf of the men who fought in 
the World War would literally amount to the listing of 
every citizen of, Long Beach, for it might be said that all 
who were called upon respondea in a highly loyal and 
patriotic manner.

In Los Angeles County there were 28 local boards; in 
the State of California 125; and in the United States -+,048. 
The local board in Long Beach was officially known as 
“Local Board Division No. 1, Los Angeles County, State 
of California.” The personnel of the local boards over the 
entire United States was announced July 3, 1917; and the 
boards ordered to organize on July Sth. On the original 
board at Long Beach the President appointed Charles H. 
Windham, Stephen G. Long, and Zachariah T. Nelson; 
and at the organization Mr. Windham was elected chair- 
man and Mr. Long secretary. Mr. \Windham, a native of 
Tennessee came to California in 1904. and has occupied 
niany positions of trust and honor in this city, having been 
twice clected mayor of the city. He had one son in the 
service, a member of the Student's Army Training Corps. 
Mr. Long was born in Kentucky and moved to California 
in 1889; he was city attorney of Long Beach for nearly 
twelve years. Mr. Long was a member of the local boar«t 
from its organization until bis appointment on April 28, 
1918, as United States Commissioner, at which time he re-~

This was the plan 
submitted under the first 
Selective Service Regula- 


tions, generall-- referred to as SSR. As time went on how- 
ever, and the work developed and expanded, and the mag- 
nitude of the task undertaken was more fully realized, it 
became apparent to every person, and especially to the 
Government, that a change was necessary. The second 
SSR effective November 20, 1917, provided that the duties 
of the members of the local board shonld be coutined to 
the classification of the men, and auy changes that might 
be necessary in transferring from one class to another; 
and that afler the classifications were made. the cntrain- 
ment of the men when calls were received from tht Pro- 
vost Marshal General was in charge of the chief clerk— 
who might or might not be a member of the board. The 
local board at Long Beach was one of the large boards 
of lifornia; and in addition to its local registration it 
was called upon to handle a very large munber of tourist 
registrants from other boards: and was given jurisdiction 
over the shipyards around the Long Beach-Los Angeles 
harbor. This combination made the work of this heard 
rrobably heavier than any other board in the state.

MeCullock; the history of the board would not be eam 
plete without an acknowledyement of their indefatigable 
services. 

With the introduction of the second SSR, the machinery 
of the local boards was multiplied and tripled. 

The work was subdivided; reports from each subdivision 
thade to the clucf clerk: and these different reports in turn 
assembled and forwarded to the Adjutant General of Cali- 
forma: and by him transmitted to the lrovest) Marshal 
General at Washington. A few of these subdivisions were: 


FIRST: the Medical examiners. ‘he original examiners 
consisted of Drs, Ro ©. Qluistead of Masadena. John L. 
Varker of Los Angeles. and Edwin O. Palmer of Holly- 
wood: afterwards there were added Drs. A. F. Hamman, 
W. L. Dickerson, ‘VC. Donnell and W. N. Cascley all of 
Long Beach. In October, 1918. when the influenza epi- 
denice was at its height in California, and the regnlar corps 
of doctors conld not handle the examinations of the board 
and take care of their private patients; the ¢rovernor of 
Calitornia authorized the local Board at long Beach to 
“drait” into service. ii necessary, every practicising phy- 
sician in the city; and to their credit be it said every one 
responded willingly. 

SECOND: Fhe Legal Advisory Board. In Los Angeles 
County Judge Gavin W. Craig was chairman; and under 
his supervision a local Legal Advisory Board was at- 
tached to each focal board. In Long Beach, Attorney 
louis N. Whealton was the chairman, and is entitled to 
eceal credit for the work accomplished. Under him the 
entire Long Beach Bar Association was connected with 
this work, and pave their time unstintedly and without 
conipensation to assist registrants in: preparing and filing 
af the questionnaires: and in addition vohinteered their 
services, Withant compensation, to ten going into the 
atmy and navy in arranging their affairs before departure: 
and also to their dependents during their absence. 


THIRD: The War Department anthorized the local 
hoards to call upon the dentists for any dental work ueces- 
sary tor men prior to their entrainment to the camps and 
cuntonments. Every dentist in’ Long Beach responded 
with alacrity. The Long Beach Dental Society, in) addi- 
tion to this work, served the men at Ft. MeArthur prior 
to the establishment of the Army Dental Corps at that 
post. ach dentist spent from one to two Gays a week at 
the Fort. 


FOURTH: A short time before the signing of the Ann- 
istice, focal boards received orders to organize Boards of 
Instruction. The general object being to get in touch 
with the men before entrainment, and “to put the select- 
ive service men into camp willing, loyal, intelligent, clean 
and soher, and thus to ft them hetter for rapid progress 
in becoming good soldiers.” Long Beach Local Board ap- 
nointed Mr. Job Barnett in charge of this work. Mr. Bar- 
nett’s heart was in his work, his own two sons were al- 
ready in uniform, and he soon beeame a “father” to the 
men called to the colors with whom they conld and did go 
for counsel. 


The loca) hoards were ordered, where possible, to provide 
drill instructions where the future soldier might learn the 
first rudiments of military drilling. and an insight of what 
they should expect in camp life. In Long Beach, we were

especially fortunate in that from time to time the officers 
of the companies guarding the shipyards generously of- 
lered their assistance, 


The Red Cross was a very helpful adjunct to the Local 
JZoard. On one occasion, when about 100 men were leav- 
ing at six o'clock on the following morning, the chief 
clerk at 9 I. M., received a telegraphic order to provide 
three “fn” masks for every man entrained. Masks were 
not obtainable in any of the stores; appeal was made to 
the Red Cross, and before the hour of entrainment ar- 
rived the supply was on hand. Fhe Red Cross never falls 
down, and is never appealed to in vain. 





Another hotne institution, although not in any way under 
the direction of the Loeal Board, that did valient service in 
keeping up the spirit and morale of those at home, was 
the 4-Minute men under the leadership of Attorney Fred 
A. Kuight. 


In making up the voluminons, and apparently never 
ending reports, | more than ounce, sent in a “draft” call on 
the schoo! teachers of this city; and never a call in vain. 


On the oceasion of the Great Registration on September 
12, 1918, of all men between the ages of 18 and 45, when 
nearly 8,000 men were registered at the Auditorium, three 
hundred volunteers were called for. 


Notices of calls. registrations, inductions, cte. etc, were 
received by the Loca) Board with orders to post at Post- 
office, railroad depots, banks, public buildings, and in 
in¢reantile windows {in fact every place where they would 
best give the public notice of the Government orders); 
many a time merchants in Long Beach have cleared their 
windows in order to give the Government their space, 
and by only one store was the use of the windows refused. 


Statistical information as disclosed by the files of the 
Local Board is given in the paragraphs that follow: 


First registration on June 5, 1917. was 2,823 men; to 
these on the following day serial numbers were assigned; 
and on July 20. 1917, the national drawing at Washington 
took place and the order numbers were given. In Long 
Beach, James F. Collins, with serial number 258, drew order 
number 1. The second registration in June and August, 
1918. was 339 men; order numbers for these men were 
designated at Washington on June 27, 1918 (the August 
registration was considered a supplement to the June reg- 
istration) and serial number 246 became order number 1. 
The third registration on September 12, 1918, was 5,975 
wen; and the order numbers assigned at Washington on 
September 30, 1918, serial number 322 becoming order 
number 1. In addition our Local Board registered for other 
local boards from every part of the United States nearly 
3.000 inen. The medical examiners examined over 6,000 men. 
The Local Board at Long Beach entrained to different 
camps and cantonments throughout the United States of 
local registrants, and men transferred from other local 
boards, alinost 2,000 men. 


The first draft om the Local Board was for 181 men, 
and these were entrained in four quotas. Five percent (° 
men) on September 5, 1917, in charge of James F. Collins, 
order number one; 40 percent (71 nen) on September 21, 
1917, in charge of Fred Herman: 40 percent (73 men) on 
October 8, 1917, in charge of George B. Newhouse; and 
the last 15 percent (28 men) on November 3, 1917. in 
charge of William P. Nestle. These men ali went to Camp 
Lewis, American Lake, Washington, and became a part 
of the 91st Division. 


Long Beach Local Board handled for the Government 
semicmonthly reports for every man working in the ship- 
vards on the Long Beach-Ios Angeles harbo:, who was 
between the ages of 18 and 45. This Local Board received 
and classified for its own registrants, and made recom- 
mendations for registrants of other local boards, question- 
naires almost 10,000 men. 
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TYPICAL GROUT OF DRAFTED MEN 


The Selective Service systen) was a leveler of all bar- 
riers between the classes and the masses; I have often 
called the roll where side by side stood the sons of labor- 
ers and capitalists; and it put forever to rout the previous 
often repeated complaint that “the poor fight the battles 
of the rich.” PMG Crowder'’s “\Work or Fight’ order, 
drove many a man, even in Loug Beach, from back of the 
ribbon counter into actnal productive employment. 


Here ts something not generally known, as it never he- 
came public when the signing of the Armistice removed 
the emergency; the chtef clerks and inspectors under Cov- 
ernment orders were preparing a list of men not physical- 
ly nt for general military service. and men with dependents, 
for a “draft” to be sent to the Imperial Valley im the 
spring of 1919 for agricultural work. Heavy enlistments 
{out of proportion to the popniation) and army calls on ihe 
local boards of Imperial County had stripned the valley 
of men to plant the soil, and the Government was prepar- 
ing this plan as the means of insuring crops for the follow- 
ing vear. With a selective service this cand'uion would 
never have occurred. This is the reason why in -A\1gust. 
1918 .the Government stopped all enlistments in either 
army or navy. 


AS THEY LOOKID WHEN SENT TO CAMP 


The Selective Service accomplished its great mission, 
the raising of a National Army: and to its credit it may be 
stated that, like the army raised under it. it toiled up to the 
moment the armistice was signed. Indeed ar that very 
moment. the local boards in this country were successfully 
engaged in the entrainment of 252.000 men, with a past 
record of never having defaulted on a single quota. On the 
day the armistice was signed the Long Beach Local Board 
was entraining for Kelly Field, 165 men. 


Long Beach board has the distinetion, although one of 
the larvest beards in the state, and with (on account of 
tourist conditions and the shipyards under its jurisdiction) 
unustial conditions to meet. ts recard for efficiency one of 
the liighest in California, and one of the first ten in the 
United States. 


The teri “local board” will long occupy a unique place 
in the thought of the Nation and in the hearts of the peo- 
ple, because the mobilization of man power was accomp- 
lished, not by military officers., nor even in most cases 
by civilians peculiarly trained for such service, but by lay- 
men fron each community, chosen only for their patriot- 
isu, fairmindedness, integrity. ability, and impelled olely 
by the motive of patriotic self-sacrifice.

The bonds were to bear in- 
terest at the rate o three 
and one-half percent and 
were to be retired within 
thirty years. 

In preparation for floating this loan, an extensive sys- 
tem of governinent propaganda was used. Window post- 
crs, Some artistic, and some crude in design, were scatlered 
broadcast. Mass meetings, conferences and orgiunization 
iieectings were held. Music. red fire, speeches and still 
more speeches were used to stimulate public interest. Ex- 
citement swept the country like an epidemic; and patriot- 
ism burned at fever heat. 

Like good venerals. the goverument forces immediately 
proceeded to capitalize this state of mind: and how well 
they succeeded is revealed in the history of the sale of the 
Liberty Bonds. 

The first sale was something of an experiment. At least 
it Was an experiment msofar as the working of tle ma- 
ehinery was concerned. By the time a few more sales were 
“put across” to nse the vernacwar of the day, the machin- 
ery worked with the most perfeet precision. 

The Government assigned quotas to states, counties, 
cities and independent units. In the first afrive. California 
was asked to raise $110,000,000 as its share of the two bill- 
ions. The quota for Long Beach was sct at $800,000 or 
about $80 to the family. 

In advance of the hond selling campaign, the local sales 
organization was completed and preliminary instructions 
were given to the committees and individual workers. 

A good share of the work, as a matter of course, de- 
volved upon the bankers. [t was felt that they kuew more

mittee. Next in command 
the following: Llew- 
Bixby, of the Long 
Beach Savings Bank and 
Trust Company; CC. A. 
Wiley, of the Exchange National Bank; E. |. Wightman, 
of the Marine Commercial and Savings Bank; B. F. 
Tucker, of the City National Bank; and C. J. Walker, of 
the Farmers and Merchants Nationa] Bank. 


It was realized that if the loan was to attain the greatest 
success, a system of installment payments must be devised. 
This was accordingly done. The sale of the bonds was 
underwritten by the various banks; and then arrangements 
were made for the purchase of the securitics by the public, 
the privilege of paying part in cash and part by deferred 
payments being the feature of the plan. 

On May 21, 1917, the initial campaign for the sale of 
the bonds started in Long Beach. The canvassing, as was 
the custom throughout the country, was done by teams, 
each team being in charge of a captain. The newspapers 
and magazines rendered the workers great service by edi- 
torial matter and special advertisements concerning the 
drive. The churches, schools. fraternities, and business or- 
yanizations aroused the public conscience to the import- 
ance of subscribing the loan. 

Long Beach was the nation in miniature. Tt is a trifle 
hard to visualize 100,000,000 people acting with a single 
thought animated by a single purpose, moving for the ac- 
coniplishment of a single aim. And yet that is exactly what 
took place in the United States during the sale of the war 
honds. The nulse of the nation, the state, the county, the 
city, and the individual throbbed fearfully at the thought

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that the loan might fail that the country might he dis- 
eredited in the eyes of ber allies, that a wave af exultation 
might sweep the Central Powers from eenter to eireum- 
ference. 

On Janne 15, the closing date for thé taking of subserip- 
tions. this thonght had so crystallized in the minds of 
Long Beach people that they literally overwhelmed the 
banks. When the days work was tinished, when the long 
coluinns of Ngures were added and the hooks close. it 
was found that Long Beach had, indecd, made pooa, The 
city had uot merely met its quota of S800,000; it Trad gone 
beyond that quota by 3135.000, turning in $933,000 as its 
total subscription to the first Liberty Loan. 

It is sufficient to say that a eclaracteristic demonstration 
to express the joy and pride of the public in the success 
of the drive followed the announcement that not only Long 
Beach but the whole nation had “gone over the top” in 
the loan. 

Of course it was gvratifying to Jearn that almosi a 
milion dollars had been raised. but a million dollars was 
as rothing when thrown into the insatiable maw of war, a 
fact that soon impressed itself on statesmen as well as 
the populace at large, 


SECOND LIBERTY LOAN DRiVE 


So. on October 1. 1917, the Second Liberty Loan Drive 
began, The quota tor Long Beach was set at $1,200,000. 

‘this quota was $400,000, or half again larger than the 
tirst quota. Long Beach subseribed $2,080,000. Of this 
amount the women of the city raised $394,500, 

L. W. Parmley. city assessor, was selected as chairman 
of this drive, but because of his dunes, found it impossible 
to accept the position. It was then given L. \W. Ballard, 
secretary of the Chamber of Commerce. R. D. Judkins 
was named executive chairman. In the second loan cam- 
paign. as already intimated, the most thorough organiza- 
tion was perfected. The men and women of the city lent 
themselves to the work with an nnstinted devotion that 
is beyond all praice. 

The captains of the men's teams were \W. H. Bennett, 
J. E. Carter, John F. Craig, W. M. Cook, C. J. Curtis, E. 
F. Davis, L. 8. Dawley, Col. Chas. R. Drake, Louis Den- 
nis, \W. J. Desmond, F. H. Dill, W. J. Fahey, Hf. D. Final, 
E. J. Gillette, F. A. Green, George A. Hart, P. E. Hatch, 
H. M. Horkheimer, Otis Hoyt. W. T. Lisenby, WW. J. Mor- 
rison, N. Noguchi, W. F. Prisk, W. E. Privett, Rev. J. A. 
Reardon, F. C. Roberts, B. M. Scott, J. A. Somers, J. G. 
Spielman, Alex B. Stewart, T. A. Stephens, W. C. Shaw, 
Rev. Geo. P. Taubman, B. F. Tucker, J. W. Tucker, C. J. 
Walker, E. H. Wallace, L. N. Whealton, FE. J. Wightman 
and C. A. Wiley. 

It was during this campaign that the women of the city 

erfected an organization that was preserved practically 
intact throughout the war. Mrs. J. A. Rominger was 
chosen chairman and served in this position unti! the end 
of the fourth loan canvass. Mrs. J. D. Humiston served as 
vice chairman in the third and fourth campaigns; and in 
the fifth, or Victory Loan, because of Mrs. Rominger’s 
absence from the city, Mrs. Humiston was in charge. 

In making the statement that this organization was pre- 
served throughout the war, it is not meant to say that 
each of these women served in the same capacity in each 
of the canvasses; but the organization that worked 
throughout the second loan canvass was made up of 
women almost of all whom continued in the work, m 
some line, to the end. It is not practical to give in detail 
all the ramifications of this organization; but an endeavor 
has been made, so far as the limits of this article allow, 
to give the names of the various executive officers “nd 
team captains. That names of many who worked untiring- 
ly are not mentioned, which are well deserving of mention, 
and not only mention but unstinted praise, goes without 
saying. 

The organization for the second liberty loan canvass, 
as disclosed by the record is as foliow: 

Executive Committee, Mrs. J. A. Rominger, city chair- 
man, Mesdames C. H. Spence, Adelaide Tichenor, T. W.

On April 6, 1918, just a year after the declaration of 
war, the Third Liberty Loan Drive began, The quota tor 
Long Beach was $1.205.000, which rated abou, $25 for 
cach man, woman and child in the city. Long Beach ex- 
actl- doubled this quota by raising $2,410,000, approsxi- 
mately $50 per capita. 

Po In. Hateh was director of this campaign, The forma- 
tion of two battalions of workers was the feature of tiris 
campaign. Two hundred men spent at least a part of each 
day on making a thorongh canvass of the city. A group of 
young cirls known as the Liberty Girls worked in a 
measure independently of the regular organization and 
made a very creditable showing. 

The city was divided into districts and an executive 
committees formed. Each conuuitteeman was made respon- 
sible tor a district. The committee numbered as its mem-

There were many inci- 
dents in connection with 
the third liberty loan caimn- 
Paign that might fittingly 
be added as an appendix 
to the narrative. Jn this 
canvass the city had the 
aid of « mumber of visitors 
who materially assisted in 
achieving the unusual result. There was Dr. Adna W. 
leonard, Methodist Episcopal bishop of California, Ser- 
geant J. H. Raynor, a Kentuckian, who had served gal- 
tantly in the British Army, and Captain David Fallon, 
of England. who had served on the Western Front at Gal- 
lipoli and who had been severely wounded in action. 

And there were others who aided to the full extent of 
their abilities with the accomplishinent of the great task. 

The catch phrases of the day were both intcresting and 
instructive as showing the trend of the popular mind. 

“Come across or the kaiser will,” was one of them, And, 
indeed, it looked for a time as though the kaiser might 
“come across.” At all events, nobody doubted his entire 
willingness to do so ii he should have found himself able 
to accomplish the feat. 

If a man showed a hesitancy in buying a bond, sales- 
men were not careful in their language and told him that 
“every miser helps the kaiser.” 

President Wilson designated April 16, 1918, as “Liberty 
Day.” On that day there was a varade sixteen blocks long 
in Long Beach, witnessed by a crowd estimated at 30,000 
persons. Major A. M. Shelby was grand marsha! of the 
parade and was aided by Phil McCaughan, Louis Rueb, 
Captain Richard Melnotte,George H. Stephenson, Paul 
Riley, John Mason. L. W. Baggott, C. L. Cronk, M. F. 
Allen and C. C. Cole. The municipal band furnished music 
for this event. 

The total number of individual subscribers to the third 
loan was 13,000. 

FOURTH LIBERTY LOAN DRIVE 


The Fourth Liberty Loan Drive was conducted from 
September 28th to October 19th, 1918. Those were the

days when the German line was crumbling before the 
assaults of the American, French, British and Italian 
armies, 

The quota was $2,303,050. The subscriptions totaled $2,- 
782,000. Those are the igures—tigures eloquent of a patri- 
olism and a zeal unimpaired. 

C. J. Curtis was director of this campaign. E. J. Gillette 
wag in general charge of publicity. T. J. Deeble was chair- 
man of the speakers bureau. John Meteer was in charge 
of newspaper publicity. 

This campaign was conducted during the epedemic of 
influenza, the most malignant scourge with which the city 
lad ever dealt. Public gatherings were forbidden. But in 
the face of even this discouragement, the campaign went 
forward with hardly a hitch and one of the best records 
of the war was established. 

The various organizations that had functioned in previous 
drives did valiant work during this campaign. Nearly half 
a million was subscribed above the quota. 

Just twenty-three days after this canvass was made, the 
Armistice was signed on November 11, 1918, and the world 
felt that civilization had been saved. The President of the 
United States called the two Houses of Congress to- 
gether and officially announced the end of the struggle 
and the attainment of the objects for which the war had 
been declared. 

VICTORY LOAN DRIVE 

But the work had not been completed. As the Secretary 
of the Treasury later announced “the world must be re- 
built’? and aceordingly it 
was announcd that another 
loan, the Victory Loan, 
would be launched between 
April 21 and sfay 10, 1918. 

R. A. Nickell was chosen 
manager for Long Beach 
and C. J. Curtis was 
named as his assistant. The 
plan that had prevailed in 
all preceding campaigns 
was followed. The quota 
officially fixed for Long 
Beach was $1,777,550. Sub- 
scriptions reached $2,100,- 
000. It so long had been 
the habit of the people to 
“go over the top” that they did it this time as a matter of 
of course.

A 
large share of the success of the loan was aceredited by 
My. Nickell to’ the work of the teachers, 

An honor roll was published of those who had already 
made one subseription and afterwards doubled the amount. 
There were others who as they expressed it, “went the 
limit” at the start and for these there was no honor roll 
provided. The names of those whose subscriptions were 
in excess of $1,000 were also published and this practice 
materially increased sales. 

With the usual enthustasin this campaign went through 
to its close. Che total amount subscribed was $2,100,000, 
or $300,000 in excess of the quota. 

This was the last campaign. The work of financing the 
great war had been completed. 

Tn all the United States Government asked for $7,285, 
600 frow the cilizens of Long Reach and it got $10,307.- 
OK In other words, Long Beach contributed to ihe war 
chest $3,022,000 more thau was asked. 

Long Beach emerged from the toil and stress of the 
Great War, its record undinined hy a single failure. Its 
people had met every demand, every duty, every responsi- 
bility. In that great struggle the city’s brave sons were 
fed into the maw of war with the remorselessness of an 
inexorable Fate; but whether in bivouac or in battle they 
showed themselves true Americans, fit guardians of the 
liberties that had been bequeathed to them, 


Over Half Million Raised Through War Savings Stamps 


In subscribing the full quota of War Saving Stamps, 
Long Beach not only won a distinction over sister cities 
in Southern California, but also a place among the few 
municipalities in the United States which came up to the 
quota ascribed to them by the government. The success 
of the War Savings Stamps drive in Leng Beach in a large 
measure is due to the ttreless efforts of Chairman Bert 
Paul, who was ably assisted in the work through a con- 
tinuous campaign on the part of local banks, business 
houses and the post office.

The quota which the government set for Long Beach 
was $693,000.00. This was based on a population of 42,000 
at $16.50 per capita. This city excecded the quala set for 
it by $3,358.50. 





During the drive for the sale af W. S. S., the committee 
resorted to many novel and effective schemes to success- 
fully carry the sale. The drive was extended over the entire 
year, and for this reason was a grinding campaign, with- 
out the excitement and enthusiasm of other drives. The 
successful culmination of the drive, which placed Long 
Beach on the map as 100 percent efficient and loyal in all 
war financing campaigns, was the result of the diligence 
and perserverance of the W. S. S. chairman and the sub- 
gidiary committees working under his direction.

classes of hospital and army supplies and garments for 
refugee women and children in the devastaied regions 91 
France and Belgium. Long Beach furnished a number of 
nurses and other workers with the army overseas, but as 
these were sent out through the office at Los Angeles 
there is no record with the local chapter and their ser- 
vices are covered elsewhere. 

In Long Beach the Red Cross organization grew from a 
small beginning in February, 1917, to a membership of 
more than 6,000 in 1918. There were but few families in 
the city that did not have some member as a part of the 
Red Cross either as a member of an active worker. 

Since its organization the chapter has handled some 
$150,000 in money and during the war produced new man- 
ufactured goods to about that same value. All this was 
done with an overhead expense that was trifling when the 
niagnitude of the work is considered. It was necessary to 
employ a few people to give their whole time to super- 
vision and management, but, beyond that the work was 
entirely done by volunteers. Ii developed into a great 
business institution but one in which the labor was paid 
for only with a consciousness of a duty well done. 

In a resume of the work such as this it is impossible to 
even mention all of the fine things accomplished or to give 
full credit to all of the individuals who made it possible. 
No thought was given to public acclaim or credit and 
most of the sacrifices made are forever lost to any public 
record. This fact stands out, however, that Long Beach 
carried its full share and has a Red Cross which was 
never found wanting. 

Organization 

The Red Cross was organized in Long Beach at a 
meeting held in the Virginia Hotel, the evening of Febru- 
ary 16, 1917. Present at this meeting were Dr. and Mrs. 
“L. P. Cruteher, Mrs. I. R. Hall, Mrs. E. N. Strong, Mrs. 
R. J: Booth, Mrs. O. M. Healy, Miss Nsomi Tompkins, Mrs.

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Mrs. Booth declined the office of secretary, but served 
for two meetings until Mrs. FN. Strong was chosen for 
the offices. Later during the summer Mrs. Strong was 
succeeded by Mrs. A. L. Campbell. 

In order to fit in with the plains of the national body 
there was effected a complete reorganization of the chap- 
ter at a meeting held June 29, 1917, and officers were 
clected as follows: Chairman, Dr. L. bP. Crutcher; Vice 
Chairman, Mrs. C. H. Spenee; Treasurer, KF. E. Norton; 
Executive Secretary, Mrs. A. L. Campbell. With the ex- 
ception of changes in the personne! of the executive com- 
mittee these ofticers were the pilots of the Jocal Red 
Cross throughout the war. It should be noted that Dr. 
Crutcher was the chairman from beginning to the end, and 
that Mrs. Campbell, as executive seeretary, gave her whole 
time to the work and was the actual manager of the chap- 
ter and its business. Much of Ure credit for the great work 
accomplished must be awarded to these two persons. 

Original chairmen of cominittees, who were the controll- 
ing heads of different departments of the work were: 

Membership, Miss Louise Wharton; Knitting, Mrs. O. 
M. Healy; Hospital Supplies, Mrs. 1. R. Hall; Nursing 
Service, Mrs. Acres; Auxiliaries, Mrs. |. M. Tanner, Civil- 
ian Relief, D. M. Shreve; Military Relief, S. H. Under- 
wood; Counsellor, 1. N. Whealton. 

Itninediately after the first mecting in February an in- 
tensive campaign was begun to educate the publie in the 
aims of Red Cross, and to secure members and workers. 
This was given additional impetus when the United States 
entered the war in April, and was so successful that at the 
end of the year the membership numbered more than six 
thousand. 

Headquarters were secured and the making oj surgical 
dressings, hospital garments and knitted goods was at 
once started. The women entered into this production 
work with a vim and the output was constantly increased 
with the increasing number of active workers. At the same 
time other groups of men and women engaged in the 
raising of funds, to be used in the purchase of materials 
and for relief being extended to needy dependents of men 





called to the colors. At first the financial activities con- 
sisted largely of solicitation of donations and the promo- 
tion of entertainments. Later more systematic methods 
were adopted, but the entertainments were kept up until 
the end. 

Because of the rapid growth of the Red Cross and the 
magnitude of the work undertaken there were numerous 
changes in plan and method during the first sis months. 
all tending to greater unity of effort and efficiency. By the 
end of the year tnost of the difficulties had been smoothed 
away and the work was proceeding along definite lines, all 
of proven value and well understood, 


The period of greatest accomplishment was the year 
1918. When this season began the heads of departments 
in Long Beach Chanter were: Membership, Louise \Whar- 
ton; Knitting, Lutie Major; Surgical Dressings, Mrs. J. W. 
Pettijohn; Hospital Garments. Mrs. Lillian Chamberlain; 
Bookkeeper, G. G. Wharton: Entertainment, R. Lee Wil- 
son; Market Booth, Mrs. Cornelia Fleming; First Aid. 
Miss Anna L. Whitehead; Home Nursing, Miss lola 
Wilbur; Finance. C. J. Curtis: Auditing, E. H. Wallace, 
Civilian Relief. D. M. Shreve; Auxiliarics, Mrs. T. A. Ro- 
minger; Tuniors, Miss Burton; Counsellor, L. N. Whealton. 


There were some changes in this list before the end of 
the vear, but most of these chairman continued in charge 
until the end of war work. 

Three new movements concerned with financing were 
started this vear. Thev were:-a Tea Room. under direction 
of Mrs. Fred Bixby: Salvage and Shop. under Mrs. H. H. 
Lockridge: and collections on the street by Smoker Girls. 
first under direction of FE. J. Richards and Jater under 
ruidance of Mrs. D. C. Putney. All of these efforts proved 
of great benefil to the Red Cross funds. 


It is impossible to name all who sacrificed time and . 


energy for the Red Cross, but among those who caine 
into positions more or less official, owing to changes in 
the board of directors. ar as heads of denartments should 
he mentioned: C. T. MeGrew. [. 1. Mottell. 1. W. MeAlpin, 
Allen C. Walker. R. O. Raldwin, Blacque Wilson, Ralnh 
Clock. G. E. MeCaughan, Phillin McCaughan. Mrs. T. R.

Ellison, Mrs. W. S. Llewellyn, Miss Abbie Pearson, Mrs. 
R. H. Shifflett, Mrs. B. E. Shuck, Mrs. Horace W. Green 
and Miss Annie C. Browne. William §. Liewellyn entered 
the field service of the Red Cross as a full time volunteer 
and was stationed at Fort McArthur as field director and 


later at Letterman Hospital, San Francisco. Phillip 
McCaughan succeeded Mr. Whealton as chapter coun- 
sellor. 


In 1919 Raymond O. Baldwin served as Chapter chair- 
man, and in 1920 this office was filled by Blacque Wilson. 
In those two years persons who served on the board of 
directors were Rev. H. C. Buell, Frank F. Merriam, J. J

Junior Red Cross 


The children and young people of the Public Schools 
had their part in this great work of mercy and, through the 
organization of a Junior Red Cross. were of great assist- 
ance throughout the war. The Juniors cnlisted every pupil 
in the schools and they were at all times active in move- 
ments for raising funds; in the collection and disposal of 
salvage; the spreading of propaganda; and. in the Sloyd 
departments there were manufactured hundreds of articles 
for hospital use, 

The children seemed to enjoy this work and it Is cer: 
tain that. beside the substantial aid rendered, their con> 
nection with the Red Cross will go far toward making 
them more patriotic and useful American citizens. 


Auxiliaries 


Much of the production work was accomplished by aux- 
iliary groups organized in churches, apartment houses and 
school neighborhoods. The names of these generally indi 
cated their connection and in 1918 the auxiliaries at work 
were as follows: Elicl!

Headquarters and Chapter House 

The Chapter offices and working rooms, previous to Au- 
gust, 1919, were maintained in a large store room at 233 
East Third Street, owned by the Third Street Investment 
Company under the management of John H.F. Peck and, 
later of H.S. Callahan. The use of this room was given free 
of charge for ten months, and with a nominal rental for the 
remainder of the time used. 


Iu the summer of 1918 the Red Cross had completely 
ontgrown this place and it was necessary to expand. There 
were no empty rooms or buildings in Long Beach and the 
only solution was to erect a building which would be ade- 
quate in size and accommodations. In pursuance of this 
plan the Federal government granted the Chapter the use 
of a portion of the jot at the corner of American Avenue 
and Third Street, which had been purchased as a site for a 
post office. Fifty feet on American Avenue and 150 feet on 
Third Street was the space allotted. 

The new Chapter House was occupied August 1. It was 
a large, light and airy frame building, covering the entire 
lot, and containing the offices of the Chapter and work 
rooms with a Capacity for nearly three hundred workers. 
There were also class rooms, a reception room, kitchen, 
lavatories, toilets, cloak room, storage and other conven- 
iences which had long been needed. With such quarters 
the Chapter output was at once immensely increased. 


This splendid building was made possible by public 
spirited citizens who contributed the money for the pur- 
chase of materials, and Carpenters Union 710, which offer- 
ed to erect it without any charge for labor. The carpenters 
enlisted the services of members of other unions in the 
building trades and the work on the building was the con- 
tribution of Union Labor, by carpenters, pamters, plumb- 
ers, electricicans, roofers and others. The roofing was done 
by members of the Los Angeles organization. 


From the time the first material was hauled on the lot 
it was just fifteen days until the building was erected 
complete, painted and occupied. Materials used in the 
Chapter House: cost $4,072.01, andj~when to this is added 
concessions made by dealers, and the donation of labor, 
is estimated that the finished building had a value of 
$10,000.00. 


Civilian Relief and Home Service 
Besides furnishing nursing, medica! and ambulance ser- 
vice and providing necessities and comforts for soldiers 
and sailors there fell to the Red Cross a great work of 
relief at home. This consisted in caring for dependents of 
men Called to service. In many instances when the bread 
winner marched away a family was left to face absolute 
poverty. War brides who had lost their heads over the 
glitter of a uniform suddenly found themselves with re- 
sponsibilities entirely beyond their capacity, and ali the 
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things that can happen to people in trouble developed as 
a side issue of the war and vecame apparent al once. 

Here the Ked Cross stepped in and rescued these peeple 
from impending disaster. Lhe needy were fed and clotned 
and the rent was paid; medical service was provided ior 
the sick; nurses saw that infants had the proper care; 
fted Cross workers kept the children in schoo! und, so tar 
as possible these people were made comfortable and site. 

besides ordinary retief for the poor and sick the wed 
Cross also took on a more complicated system of service 
by turuishing advice and looking atter the Ousiness allairs 
Ol men and wunilics. linportunale creditors were made to 
see their duty, law suits were prosecuted and defended, in> 
surance was collected, all sorts of tamily and tinancial 
difticulties were adjusted, and these people kept out of the 
hands of sharks who always prey upon those who ean not 
help themselves. 

Such service called for skill and diplomacy and the Red 
Cross had the full cooperation and assistance of the medi- 
cal and legal fraternities. The best physicians and lawyers 
gave treely of their talents in’ Red Cross cases, without 
charge, and the value of this service cannot be estimated. 
Dentists, hospitals, undertakers, merchants and banks alse 
aided and nothing was left undone that would make the 
peole at home comfortable and relieve the soldier abroad 
irom worry. 


All this was handled by the Red Cross department of 
Civilian Relief, afterwards called the Bureau of Home 
Service. In Long Beach this was in charge of D. M. Shreve, 
from the beginning until September, 1918, altnost the end 
of the war. It was then taken over by George E. 
McCaughan, later by H. \W. Dorsett, and for the last year 
and a half by M. F. MeNie. It fell to Mr. Shreve and his 
assistants to Organize and develope the work through the 
most troublesome period, and the kindly tact with which 
it was done made the difference between charity and self 
respect for those benefitted. 

The financing of Home Service will give some idea of 
its importance. As soon as the organization of the army 
began this relief in Long Beach called for $300 per month 
and the amount steadily increased until, at the close of the 
war and for some months siterward, the Home Service 
was expending §1,200 per month. With the return of the 
army from France the Red Cross again found its duties 
expanded by the requirements of the men discharged from 
service, and the Red Cross here is still expending several 
hundred dollars per month in relief sor ex-service men 
and their families. 

It was the Home Service, under H. W. Dorsett, that cs- 
tablished a barracks and club for the returned service men, 
in the Chapter House, in February, 1919. This was operated 
for fourteen months, providing beds, baths, and a recrea- 
tion reom withont charge. When needed, food and cloth- 
ing were also supplied and mien in seareh of work were 
assisted in finding employment. In the time this barracks 
was In operation more than four thousand men were 
sheltered there. George Shuburgh was superintendent of 
barracks and club. 





Influenza 


The outbreak of influenza in October, 1918, was another 
opportunity for the Red Cross to help, and the help was 
forthcoming. This period, also marked a considerable 
change in Chapter operations. Under orders from the city 
health officer the Chapter work rooms were closed, all 
production work came to a stanidstill and the efforts of 
the organization were centered in the fight against this 
terrible epidemic. George E. McCaughan was made chair- 
man of a committee in charge and he, with Mrs. A. L. 
Campbell, secretary of the Chapter, and Miss Iola Wilbur, 
Red Cross nurse, were the leaders of a considerable band 
of wonren and a few men who devoted their energies day 
and night to this cause. 


The war had drained the country of traiged nurses and 
the situation was desperate for a time. Besides the pro- 
fessional nurses available, women with experience as prac- 
lical nurses, and women with no experience at all came 
forward as volunteers. They not only acted as nurses, but 





in many cases it was necessary to find food for whole 
families and to provide the most common comforts in 
order to make any progress against ihe disease. It would 
be impossible to give too much praise to these noble 
wuinen, 10st of whom worked withont any compeusation 
at vourplete sacrifice of their personal affairs and under 
conditions involving great danger to themselves, 

The relief extended by Red Cross was entirely without 
charge lo patients except in some cases where ‘people of 
nieans applied to the Chapter for assistance because of the 
impossibility of securing: any nursing service elsewhere, 

Wile this was going on another group of women was 
engaged in’ providing the appliances necessary for the 
work. Thousands of flu masks and hundreds of pneumonia 
jackets were mide and distributed at a nominal price or 
without any price at all, and linndreds of meals were pre- 
pared at the Chapter tlouse and distributed throughout 
ihe city. 

Long Beach did not suifer as much as some other com- 
munities, but the situation was bad cnough, and space will 
not permit the telling of the whole story of that calamity. 
In that time the Red Cross workers eared for 522 cxuses af 
influenza, of which 57 developed into pneumonia, with only 
23 deaths. The Chapter House kitchen provided 500 meals. 


Refugee Relief 


Two drives for used clothing were conductea, this cloth- 
ing to be sent to the ragged refugees in the devastated 
vortions of northern France and Belgium, The first drive 
was in September, 1918, and the other in Mareh, 1919. fn 
those two collections Long Beach responded in fine form 
and shipped more than twenty tons of useful clothing and 
shoes, an amount considerable more than had been asked 
for, 

Christmas Packages 

Red Cross was the big Santa Claus for the army and 
navy Christmas, 1918 ant 1919. For the first loliday per- 
oid after the war began Long Reach Chapter assisted in 
the forwarding of large quantities of Cliristmas gifts from 
Long Beach people to the lads serving the colors. When 
the holiday season 1918 approached Uncle Sam had over a 
million ssen under arms in’ France and the government 
delevated to the Red Cross the entire work of collecting, 
packing, forwarding and distribution of Christmas gifts 
for the men abroad. It required several ships to transport 
these Christmas packages across the Atlantic, and in this 
pleasant task the Red Cross developed the same fine ef- 
ficieney it had shown in relief. Long Beach's share in this 
consisted in forwarding 1,450 suck packages, a work which 
was ably performed by a committee under Mrs, B. EF. 
Schuek. 

Newspaper Help 

In making a record of the institutions which by their 
cooperation aided the Red Cross, special mention should 
be made of the newspapers, the Long Beach Press and 
The Telegram. The newspapers were important factors in 
the success of the work here as elsewhere. The newspapers 
of Long Beach were at the command of the Red Cross at 
all times and gave, free of charge, great quantities of 
space for reading matter and display advertising, for the 
purpose of keeping the public informed and interested in 


the work and its progress; for advertising entertainments. 


and the fund raising and membership campaigns, and for 
all sorts of patriotic propaganda in which the Red Cross 
had a part. 

Tt is not too much to say that the value of the contribu- 
tions made by the newspapers was the largest and most 
important gift received from any single line of business 
or individual. 

Finding the Finances 

The financing of Red Cross, finding money for relief and 
for the purchase of materials to be used in the department 
of production, was an important problem and engaged the 
attention of a large number of persons from the beginning. 
The people of this city gave with open handed gencrosity 
and from the spring of 1917 to the end of 1920 Long Beach 
Chapter has had the handling of more than $150,000. 


Various methods were adopted for acquiring these funds. 
the most important being two great drives conducted by 
the business men. The first of these was put on in June, 
1917, to raise a quota of $30,000, At this time the people 
had not been trained in giving as they were later, but the 
money was raised ani the quota oversubscribed, the total 
wimount being $31,000, 


The second war drive was held in June, 1918, with J. E. 
Carter, Jr, as chairman and a quota of $40,000. This time 
the people showed their appreciation of what the Ked 
Cross was doing by subscribing $68,000. Of these two war 
funds twenty-live per cent was retained by the local Chap- 
ter and the remainder went into the national treasury. 


Other sourees of Ked Cross funds were the fees from 
metuberships, the proceeds from entertainments and sim- 
ilar enterprises and contributions of money made direct to 
the Chapter. Membership fees were divided, half being re- 
tained in the local treasury and half going into the national 
fund. The entire proceeds from entertainments and dona- 
tions were retained by the Chapter. 


At the Christmas period of 1917 the first completely or- 
ganized drive for members was made under the leadership 
of R. Lee Wilson, with the result that more than 6,000 
members were placed on the Chapter list. The Christmas 
Roll Call of 1918 was directed by RK. O. Baldwin. he war 
was over and the people responded with such a spirit of 
thankfulness that the membership jumped to more than 
12,000. The Roll Call of 1919, under Mrs. J. M. Tanner, 
produced 7,000 members and that of the present year, 
1920, also directed by Mrs. Tanner, brought in-more than 
6,000 members. 


This great membership, maintained two years after the 
conclusion of the war indicates how thoroughly the whole 
community entered into the Red Cross work. 

Among other important fund raising plans should be 
mentioned the following: 

A beautiful tea room was conducted in the old Southern 
Pacific station on Broadway by a group of women under 
direction of Mrs, Fred Bixby. The Tea Room produced a 
net profit of nearly $4,000. 

A systematic collection and disposal of salvage, junk, 
and other waste materials, with a retail shop for the sale 
of second hand goods was organized under direction of 
Mrs. H. H. Lockridge, and after the war was managed by 
Miss Annie C. Browne, This was very successful and was 
continued until the spring of 1920 with a total net profit of 
$7,550.73. When the Red Cross went out of the salvage 
business the stock of goods on hand and the fixtures of 
the shop were turned over to the Social Welfare League. 

An auxiliary, known as the Smoker Girls, was composed 
of a number of young women who undertook to make col- 
lections on the street one day each week throughout the 
summer of 1918. In that time they produced $3,414.57. The 
Smoker Girls first worked under the direction of E. J. 
Richards and afterward under Mrs. D. C. Putney. 

A booth for the sale of all sort of things, mostly good 
to eat, was maintained on the public market each Saturday 
for more than a year under direction of Mrs. Cornelia T. 
Fleming. Different organizations operated the booth each 
week and the profit which resulted was $2,157.07. 

An enterainment committee with R. Lee Wilson as chair- 
man was the means of promoting many entertainments of 
importance and profit. Carnivals were held in the municipal 
Auditorium, there were street and hall dances, and all sorts 
of devices likely to coax the elusive dollar out of the pock- 
ets of people willing to help win the war. The people re- 
sponded and these entertainments were a source of large 
revenue amounting to many thousands of dollars. 


Educational Classes 


While the larger number of Red Cross members were 
engaged in production or the activities for raising money 
there was still another group conducting an important 
branch of the Chapter work. This consisted of educational 
classes in elementary hygiene and home care of the sick, 
in first aid and in dietetics. Several hunderd women were 
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given helpful instruction in these elasses and the benefits 
of this work extend far beyond any distinetly war work 
Miss Anna L. Whitehead. as chairman of the committee, 
and Miss lola Wilbur, Red Cross nurse, had charge of 
the educational work and were assisted by several physi- 
cians and others who gave their services as instructors. 


Production Statistics 


In the year 1917 when the Red Cross was [eeling its way 
and growing so fast that no one could keep track of it the 
organization was not systematized as it was later. Every 
effort was made to get out material which wonld help in 
the war plans and there is no adequate record upon which 
definite statistics can be based. Long Beach Chapter, how- 
ever, in the months from February 17, 1917 to January 1. 
1918, filled and shipped twenty-eight large packing cases 
containing pajamas, hot water bottle covers, surgical leg- 
gings, bed socks, hospital aprons, surgeon's caps. shoulder 
wraps, sweaters, socks, surgical masks, hospital shirts, bath 
robes, cuttings, napkins, trav cloths and sponges. 

By that time the work had been standardized and the 
various chapters were manufacturing only upon definite 
orders from headquarters. Jn this way materials which 
were of the greatest immediate need were rushed to the 
front in quantity and of approved natterns. 

The production work of Long Beach Chapter was or- 
eanized in three denartments: Surgical Dressings: Knuit- 
ting: and Sewing, which included the making of hospital 
supplies and also retugee garments. 

In the vear 1918 these departments produced an immense 
quantity of new manufactured goods for use of the armv 
and navy. the hospitals and refugees in the desolated por- 
tions of Europe, as follows:

These dressings were made previous to the month of 
October when the epidemic of influenza closed the work 
rooms. But during the prevalence of this plague the 
women of the surgical dressings department made thou- 
sands of flu masks and hundreds of pneumonia jackets 
of which no record was kept. 

When the epidemic was over the Armistice had been 
signed and no more surgical dressings were needed, so the 
work of this department came to an end.

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The articles listed are the standard goods for use in the 
army, but the knitters also turned out several thousand 
pieces of miscellaneous knitted goods of which the record 
is not complete. These were such things as stockings for 
women and children, shawls, and many little things made 
from odds and ends of varn and which went forward in 
mixed consignments, mostly for the use of refigee women 
and children. 


Sewing Department 


During the war it seemed as though all the women were 
knitting, but if is a fact that the sewing department en- 
gaged as many persons for more time and had a greater 
variely of outpmt than any of the other departments, In 
this department were made all sorts of goods for the sal- 
diers and sailors. for the hospitals and garments for the 
refugees. The totals for the more important items follow:

These tables for all departments show only goods which 
were made to order and were shipped overseas. In this 
class the sewing department also produced several thon- 
sind ifems of miscellaneous goods, sent in odd lots and of 
which the record is not complete. 


There should be credited to the women of all departments 
the work of making a quantity of goods which did ne* 
figure in the overseas consignments, such as aprons, caps, 
uniforms and other equipment, which it was necessary for 
the workers to bave; the reconstruction of many garments 
for the department of Salvage and Shon: the fitting out of 
two club rooms for the guard at the harbor; flags for the 
buildings; decorations and equipment for the tea rooms; 
innumerable things made for decoration or for sale at the 
many entertainments which were for.the purpose of rais- 
ing funds so that the relief work might proceed. Taking 
into account the cost of materials and allowing a fair 
charge for labor. such as would be unecessary in private 
business, it is estimated that the value of production by 
Long Beach Chapter during the war and for a few months 
after the signing of the Armistice is more than $150,060. 





Momentous Work of Long Beach Defense Councils 


Play Important Roles In Conduct of War Program 
By JOHN METEER 


N September 21, 1917, an ordinance was passed hy 
O the City Commissioners creating the Long Beach 

City Council of Defense. The ordinance specified 
that the council should consist of twenty-five mesbers, 
appointed by the Safety Commissioner, and remoavable ai 
tig option. The duties of the council, as outtined in the 
ordinance, were to take under consideration the effects of 
ihe war upon the people of the eity; to consider measures 
in public defense and security, for the protection of routes 
of communication, tor the betterment aud protection al 
the public health, for the public cure and assistanee of jn- 
dividnals and classes upon who the hardships oceusioned 
by war fall most heavily. for the fuller development of the 
resonrees of the city, and paurbcularly those from whom 
are derived the supplies of food and other conuuodities 
upon which the conduct of war mnakes especial drain: to 
encourage the iilitary training of the eitizens af the City 
f Long Beach: to exuming into mieasures to inerease the 
publi¢ revenne to nee war demands and to effeet the 
clinination of waste and extravagance; and to consiler 
neasires to be taken to meer the exigiencies of all situa- 
tious o¢cvastoned by war,” 

Safety Commisstaner James Ro Williams on September 
Cath announced the appottinent of the following citizens 
as toemthers of the conneil:

The following were among the important actions taken 
at this first meetieg of the conneil: 

Major A. M. Shelby, in command of the Long Beach 
Home Goards. formally turned that body over to the con- 
‘rol of the council, stating that the fores consisted apnrox- 
imately one hundred men. iueludine Company 33, ahont 
fifty men strane, which is subject to orders from the 
cavernor of California: that the euards had available 135 
rifles. ixesding 100 supplied by the city; and a bank de- 
posit of $206. 

As an auxiliary to the Hame Guards, an ambulance 
corns of 24 men was also formally given over to the con- 
trol of the eouneil. 

Control of the Wome Guard was aceented and the 
carneil pledged itself to the maintenaner and the suprort 
of the suared and to the inercase of its strength to a mini- 
mum of 500 men. 


Tt was agreed that the council should give support to 
the Long Eeach Chapter of the American Red Cross. 


Plans were considered for giving Cliristmas presents to 
all Long Beach men in the military and naval serviee of 
the nation—liniting the contributions to §l. 


The preparation and display of a roll of honor at the 
Chamber of Coumnerce was agreed upon and the request 
was made that the names and addresses of all Long 
Beach inen in the nation’s service should be reported to 
thé council. 


Thanksgiving Dav, 1917 


The boys in the various camps were not forgotten on 
Thanksgiving Day, 1917. On November 24, a large party 
af citizens in eleven automobiles, convoyed a two-ton 
truck loaded with fruits, vegetables and reading matter 
to Camp Kearney, Linda Vista, for the boys of H Com- 
pany. In addition to nearly half a ton of magazines and 
hooks. an abundance of vegetables such as turnips, sweet 
potatoes, onions, celery and lettuce, hundreds of jars and 
glasses of home preserved fruit and jam, together with a 
large amount of homemade candy, cakes and other 
“voadics” were included in the shipment. 


Christmas Boxes 


Upon the decision of the Council of Defense to give 
Christmas presents to all Long Beach men in the services, 
the local press entered whole-heartedly into a campaign to 
nike it a success. Appeals were made for subscriptions 
to the fund; standing lists were inserted of men who were 
known to be in the service; also lists of those whose ad- 
dresses were incomplete; and the request was made that 
the names and addresses of all boys not included in these 
lists should be reported. 

A clipping from the Long Beach Press ef November 6, 
will indicate the character of these appeals and the part 
they had in the gratifying results achieved: 

“Before the end of November there will sail a slip, 
properly convoyed, from somewhere along the Atlantic 
coast of America to some seaport in France. Part of its 
cargo will he Christmas boxes from Long Beach people 
to Long Beach men and women in the allied service. Yes, 
there’s a woman: Miss Small. whose home is at 1950 Park 
boulevard, Lone Beach, is driving an ambulance in France, 
hetween the firing lines and the outpost hospitals. Maybe 
it’s your dollar that will pay for the yuletide remembrance 
to he sent to that heroine.” 

Although no drive or house-to-house canvass was made, 
a tota) of $1321.91 was reccived in resonse to appeals madc 
in the newspapers and 735 boxcs were sent to the various 
camps:

Christmas Card 

On November 14, forty-seven of these boxes were sent 
to men in the service of this nation and her athies in 
France, and twenty-eight to Hawaii, the Philippines, 
Guam, Alaska, and other points. 

Although some of the contents in the Christmas boxes 
were gifts outright and none of the contents cost more 
than wholesale rates, vet the average cost per box, packed 
complete—with all work donated—was $1.31. With de- 
livery charges, the total cost amounted to $1218.60. 

In many cases the boxes were convoyved 10 the camps 
by volunteer help just before Christmas and were dis- 
tributed to the boys from Cliristmas trees. 

Nothers of men encamped respectively at San Luis 
Obispo, Camp Kearney and San Pedro were invited to 
pack the Christmas boxes for those camps. 

Many letters were received by the Council of Defense 
from the recipients of the Christmas boxes. These letters 
were of all kinds—some well written, some poorly writ- 
ten, grammatical, ungranimatical, pen written, typewrit- 
ten. on good paper, on scrap paper—but one note ran 
through them all—appreciation of the time, money and 
affection that had entered into the preparation of the 
packages. 

The newspapers printed many of these 
few extracts from some of them may be 
recorded here: 

“I shared the package with my comrades and we were 
all delighted with the contents.” 

“Makes a fellow prond to say ‘I 
Beach.’ ” 

“T can assure you the gift was not only acceptable be- 
cause of its contents but because it shows us that the 
friends at home are truly with us in spirit.” 

“A soldier feels happy to know his home folks are 
thinking of him.” 

“The contents were delicious and brought up many 
memories of the city I have been wanting to get back to 
for many months.” 

‘Tam with a company officers from: every nook and 
corner of this country and from out of all the States rep- 
resented, California is the only one that remembered her 
soldiers here: and of all the cities, Long Beach alone sent 
Christmas greetings. So, if we happen to be good 
soldiers, remember that it is because we know in a more 
definite way than other citizens that our state and our 
home-town are back of us.” 

“Tt was splendid. When I opened the package its con- 
tents just said to me ‘California’, and there is a charm 
connected with the word that goes straight to every 
heart.” 

"Not every city was as thoughtful toward its men as 
was Long Beach and our boxes were the object of envy. 
Of course, though, we shared with others of our Company 
and so the boxes gave more pleasure than you had an- 
ticipated.” 

“You who sent me this fine package of Christmas sweets 
must have known how such a gift would take the thoughts 
of a soldier on foreign duty traveling back home across 
the continent.” 

“I cafled in some friends and together we ate to the 
health and prosperity of Long Beach and its Council of 
Defense.” 

“A fellow always goes back home at Christmas time— 
a few get furloughs, but all the rest think themselves back. 
We go over the familiar places and faces and wonder if 
we still have a place in memory there. [| have spent a good

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many hours in Long Beach since I have been out here, 
especially during the winter when the contrast is so favor- 
uble to Long Beach. Best of all is it to know that there 
ure hivarts in the home town that will go anywhere and 
seareh ont their own aad remember them.” 

After four months travel, a package arrived February 27, 
1918, at the Allied Base Hospital, Salonika, Greece. The 
following is quoted from the letter of thanks written by 
its recipient (Lieut. Gr. Al. Grundy, R. ALM. C.): 

“The letter arrived in as prime condition as the day it 
was iailed. One could have given our California products 
no harder test and f am sure f have made more than one 
member of our hospital staff here wish they too were from 
‘God's conntry’ where such good things come from. Qne 
will never forget the sights here in the narrow, cobbled 
streets, very typically Oriental, with dirt and filth under 
foot. snappimg, pariah, dogs, and litthe donkeys—so over- 
laden Chat all one can see is the four legs and feet.” 

Home Guards 

At the opening of the war, Long Reach had three com- 
panies of Home Guards—companies A, B, ang C. Con- 
pany B took the oath of state service and passed under 
the control of the state as Company 

In view of the need tur adequate protection of import- 
ant war-time industries, the City Council of Defense made 
tuany efforts to secure the necessary equipment of arms 
and anmunnition for these three companies. It was. how- 
ever, found uupossible to secure cither from the state or 
from the fealeral government any assistance along these 
lines and finally it was found desirable to give entire sup- 
port to Company 355 as the only legally existing military 
organization in Long Beach and to make that company 
the nucleus of a Home Guards organization. 

Women’s Council of Defense 

By an ordinance passed by the commissioners on March 
13, 1918. a Women's City Council of Defense was orga- 
nized along the same lines as the men’s conneil, and for 
the same general purposes. 

By authority of this ordinance, Safety Contnissioner

The Channel Plan 

On .May 7, 1918, a plan, known as the “Channel Plan” 
was adopted by which every home in the city could be 
reaehed within a short time when matters of importance 
needed to be communicated. The plan provided for di- 
vision of the citv into ten districts, with the addition of 
two for Signal Hill and one for Los Cerritos; a chairman 
for each district and a captain for each precinet: with a 
group of house-to-house workers under each captain. 

This orranization was found of great assistance. e¢s- 
pecially during the Fourth and = Fifth Liberty Loaw 





cumpaigns; also in food conservation efforts. 
Among the many activities entered into by the Women’s 


Council were: 
Children's Year 

Through the “Channel” workers, a message was sent 
into every home where there were clildren, inviting at- 
tendance at a Child Welfare Conference held in the public 
schools of Long Beach from August 19 to 27, 1918. 

Five schoo) houses were used as centers and every séc- 
lion of the city was covered. lwo school districts extended 
to the county territory aud the county registration cares 
irom these were turned over to the County Health 
Officer. 

Sixteen local physicians gave Ucir services, two or three 
were in attendance all of the Une during the conference. 
Two or three women acted as nurses, as it was impos- 
sible to obtain professionals. Two registrars were present 
and two or more hostesses were in charge. Two automo- 
hiles were on duty all day transporting mothers who 
could not otherwise attend. 

During the Conference, 894 children were examined—ol 
whom 57$—or about two-thirds—were perieectly normal. 

The Health Officer reported a 100% birth registration 
during the past five years and a rigid application of the 
clean milk law. In connection with tis conference. food 
posters and government health pamphlets were dis- 


tributed. Food Conservation 

During the months of July and August, 1918. a Munci- 
pal cannery was in operation at the American Aventue 
schoo] and a large quantity of food was preserved, in- 
cluding: 1800 quarts of canned fruits; 20 gallons of en- 
cumber pickles; JO ints of sweet pickles and chili sauce; 
196 jars of jam. 

Much interest was shown in the exlibit of the pre- 
serves in tie Long Beach Public Library at the close of 
the canning season. 

A display was also hehi in Bixby Park. August 10. 1918, 
by the Volunteer Student's Unit of the University of 
California, demonstrating the possibilities of sugurless 
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und wheatless cookery. 

Bulletin boards were erected by the Volunteer Student's 
Unit and on these were posted each week the “Official 
Food Bulletin” as well as other important food news. 

During the months of August, September and Uctober, 
the signing of sugar permirs for canning purposes formed 
the bulk of the work done. There were on an average one 
hundred appheants a day ior sugar ior canning. 


Relief Committee 
The Relief Conimittee made a careful investigation of 
every cuse of need reported to it. When it was found that 
assisstance was needed other than that furnished by this 
commitlee, the cause was reported to the Civilian Relief 
\Jepartment of the Red Cross. ihe committee kept in 
close touch with all cases reported to it and saw that the 

aid promised was promptly extended. 


Fatherless Children of France 

On fanuary 17, 1918, a committee with Miss Julia Ellen 
Rogers as chairman, Aliss Emily F. Wheeler, vice-chair- 
inan, and Mrs, Florence B. Stegemiann, secretary, was ap- 
pointed to co-operate with the “Fatherless Children of 
France’ movement. A survey made at this time revealed 
the fact that sixty French orphans were being assisted by 
Long Beach “god-mothers.” The orphans had been 
adopted through one of several agencies such as “Life,” a 
publication; Georges Fusenot, secretary of the Los Auge- 
les branch of the F. C. F.; and Mrs. Albert Moog, who 
was in personal touch with the local relief work in Blois. 

When the final report of this committee was rendered 
in November, 1918, it was shown that Long Beach was 
supporting 173 orphans. Or this total 102 were recorded as 
regular adoptions, and 11 were orphans of French officers. 
The latter were ineligible under the rules of the F. C. F,, 
which provided only for orphans of the “Poilus.” 
In the case of these 11 orphans remittances were made di- 
tect. During a period of 9 months, $2,685.50 was sent to 
Georges Fusenot, district treasurer; $151.50 was sent direct 
to France, leaving a balance pledged, but uncollected of 
$6,314.50. 





PACKING CHRISTMAS BOXES. FOR SOLDIERS, SAILORS AND MARINES 
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Protective League Combats Pro-Germanism 
Local Division Ranks As One of First In America

the German government, realizing that a break 

with the United States would shatter its dream of 
world conquest, threw into play an claborate spy systent in 
this country for the dissemination of propaganda destined 
to embitter the American public against the Allies and lead 
the Union to favor the cause &f the Einpires of Central 
Europe. Newspapers were bought and used as a ineans of 
presenting this propaganda. Spies were placed in every 
city; others enlisted in the Army and Navy and still others 
secured positions where the secret plans of the govern- 
ment might be learned. 

The existence of this elaborate spy system, reaching its 
heights of perfection shortly before the entrance of the 
United States into the war, was so apparent; its activir 
ties were so widespread and carried ont with such darilny 
defiance that in March, 1917, A. M. Briggs of Chicago. 
obtained permission fram the United States Attorney 
General to organize the American Protective League as 
an adjunct of the U. S. Department of Justice to combat 
the operatives of the alien spy ring. 

When on April 6, 1917, the United States declared war 
on the Imperial German Government, the organization of 
the league was already well under way thronghont the 
country. Given the impetus of an early organization, with 
a program completely outlined and with much valuable 
data on hand to expose the spy system maintained by 
Germany in the United States, the league became a potent 
factor in all phases of investigations carried on by the 
Department of Justice, 


It became a gigantic whiphand, composed of a member- 
ship which remained secret but to officials of the organi- 
zation and investigators of the Department of Justice. It 
was a great secret arm of the government which effect- 
ively throttled the smoothly operating machine of German 
secret intelligence. 

Long Beach was a vital point in need of the protection 
of the League. Because of the importance of the shipyards, 
constructing tonnage for the shipping board; the local 
potash plants manufacturing munitions products, and the 
packing establishments comprising a vital food production 
center the organization of a Long Beach division was im- 
perative. 

Arthur W. Ellis, appointed by the United States Depart- 
ment of Justice, as chief of the Long Beach division, began 
the organization of the local league, his efforts meeting 
with whole hearted response of civilians who in the main 
were men who had been rejected or were exempt from 
military duty. 

Through the alert vigilance and co-operation of the local 
division with the city’s police department, Long Beach is 
accredited above other cities with the best per capita record 
of capturing and convicting pro-Germans during the war. 
The membership of the division grew to five hundred men, 
each of whom took an oath of allegiance and was sworn 
to secrecy in his investigations. That their work was ef- 
fective and appreciated by those in authority was shown by 
the many commendatory letters received by Chief Ellis. 

“T desire to compliment vour division on the splendid 
work which you have been doing and the high percentage 
of convictions seenred from the number of apprehensions 
made in your territory,” reads in part a communication 
dated May 22, 1918, from Douglas White, State Inspector 
for California, American Protective League. The same of- 
ficial on July 1, 1918, declared: “It gives me a great deal 
of pleasure to watch the opcrations of your division. which 
throughout its existence has been so pre-eminently suc- 
cessful.” 

“This office desires to extend vou its heartiest congratu- 
lations for the activity which you are showing in your dis- 
trict,” is a sentence from a letter written at the National 
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W: EN al] Europe became involved in war in 1914,

Because of the fact that Mr, Ellis was called upon by the 
Federal government ta send all records of the organization 
to Washington, the full membership list could not be ah- 
tained for this publication. However, Mr. Edhs mentioned. 
the following as heing among his captiing and most active 
workers, Lloyd Vale, William Deehly, Thomas Deeble, Rov 
Deeble, George M, LaShell, F. 7. Wilson, Ed. H. Wallace, 
L. Roy Myers, Willian EK. Garner, Leslie Elypes, Arthur 
Helps, Carl V. Hawkins, Gearge M. Spicer, C. PL Coul- 
trap and James Daly. He also mentioned personally a 
vumther of police departinent members who were especi- 
ally prominent in work which the league had in charge. 

A glance back over the files of the Long Beach news- 
papers, during the days of the war rrealls vividly some pf 
the good work achieved by the leaene. Shere are re- 
counted the wumerous arrests made by the organization, 
among those apprehended being several whose cases were 
particularly flagrant. Here are some of the “heads” from 
the local press which succintly recount a small portion of 
the work of the league.

Many more could he reproduced, but the foregoing is 
hut a small index to the work of the league. No published 
record, hnwever. can be cited which will speak for the 
many hours of vigil snent in working on these and other 
cases, or which would reveal the time and effort on in- 
vestigations for the selective serviee hoards, or in cannec- 
tion with the protection afforded the essential industries 
at the port district. 

The learne maintained its Lone Beach offices for some 
lime at 425-427 First National Bank Building. but later 
located in the offices of Deeble and Myers, 135 West First 
street. Upnn the disbanding of the league, December 18, 
1918, Ed. H. Wallace. as Vice President and Cashier for 
the Marine Commercial Bank gave out the following tes- 
timonial:

Potash for Ammunition 
Another need which was most keenly 
felt after our supply from Germany was 
shut aff, wag that of potash used in gun- 
powder and fertilizer. Four plants oper- 
ating in Long Beach gathered from the 
the sea this kelp, better known as sea- 
weed. and from it extracted more than a 


tillion dollars worth of war materials 
so ueceded at this time. 
Thus in clothing and food for onr 


fighting men. materials with which to 
fight. aud in ships which were the most 
important in carrying these men. and 
materials to the scene of conilict, Long 
Beaeh did all within her power and made 
her largest contribution. 

The names of che men and women who 
did these things will tong remain in the 
annals of the history of Long Beach in 
addition to the satisfaction that these 
folks theiuselves feel for having done 
their “dead level” best in the great task. 

We hope it may never again be necessary, but Long 
Beach is constantly increasing her equipment and facilities 
whereby a similar call could be answered in even larger 
measure.

Long Beach Active In Food Conservation 
Entire City Makes Sacrifices for Qur Armies and Alliés 


the war." 

Such was the 
slogan of the — United 
Siates Food Administration 
when it undertook and 
suecessfully carried out a 
nationwide 
conserve the food supplies 
of America in order that the 
nation imight contribute 
tore linerally to relieve the 
shortage of food stuffs in 
the Allied countries, as 
well as providing adequate 
comnissurics for the armed 
farces of the United 
States. 

Food conservation was 
undertaken by the United 
States Food 9 Adiministra- 
tion with Herbert Hoover 
as director. floover  out- 
lined in detail a gigantic 
system through which every community in the nation was 
placed On a strict basis of conservation of food stuffs. 

Three years of war had devastated the producing fields 
of France amd Belgium. Production in England and other 
allied countries had been greatly slackened by the enlist- 
ment of hundreds of thousands of farmers in the armies. 
The situation was indeed a serious one. Not alone was it 
necessary for America to supply food for the armies in the 
field, but also it was imperative that relicf be given thou- 
sands and thousands of non-combatants. The great grain 
fields of Russia had vanished almost overnight. Vast 
amounts of food were Jost when the cargo ships carrying 
it had been sunk by ruthless German submarines. Crop 
failures in many countries added greatly to the need of 2 
program for conservation. 

On July 25, 1917, Bert Paul, chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the Long Beach Council of Defense, 
was named Food Administrator for this city, and he 
promptly launched on a rigid program of conservation. 
Housewives, merchants, (dealing in food stufis), and 
bakers. were pledged to take every means for the conser- 
vation of wheat products, sugar, butter and fats. Over 
night the liberal and extravagant use of these food pro- 
ducts was discontinued, and the city virtually was placed 
on a Tation system. 


Mr. Paul assumed the office as Food Administrator 
under the organization of the Conncil of Defense. In the 
carly days of the war the government was under such 
terrific strain in carrying out its full war program, that it 
was impossible to completely systematize. on short notice. 
an organization in each community for the proper conser- 
vation of food, 

Following the general plan outlined by the national 
food adniinistration, the organization of “Wheatless Clubs” 
was perfected, under which the members were pledged 
to refrain from using wheat and wheat products on Mon- 
days and Wednesdays. and later were pledged to abstain 
lotally froin the use of these products during the life of 
the war. Meatless days were put into effect—no pork on 
Tuesdays and Saturdays. . 

Two pounds of sugar per person for ninety meals was 
the sugar ration adopted for the city. In one single day all 
Sugat bowls were taken from the tables of restaurants. 
cafes and cafeterias, thus placing the patrons of cating 
establishments on equal basis with residents of Long 
Beach. ; . ; 

Mr. Paul, serving without pay, and devoting his entire 
time to his work as food administrator, and the manage- 
ment of the campaign for the Sale of War Savings Stamps, 
adopted rigorous means for food conservation, in which

HE food conservation program was one of the 
henna greatest tests of national honor and palriotism.

he met with full co-opera- 
tion from all effected. As 
a result of the complete 
rationing of Sitgar, candy 
making became practically 
a lost art. Bakers were 
compelled to use a regula- 
tion amount of substitutes, 
sugar and for 
wheat. 

On February 19. 1918, 
Mr. Paul was officiafly des- 
ignated as Food Adminis- 
trator for Long Beach by 
the United States govern- 
ment, his work in the main 
being the same as that 
which he performed while 
holding the office under 
the Council of Defense. 

Charles Hartwell during 
the last three months of 
the war took over the work 
. for conservation of sugar, 
and he with Galen H. Welch had complete charge of is~ 
suing Sugar certificates to the various grocery Stores, can- 
vers, candy manufacturers, ete. 

The Food Administrator in Long Beach kept a complete 
check on the amount of food products, as listed in the con- 
servation program, used by each individual family. 

At the outset a physical inventory was made of the 
stock of sugar and wheat in every bakery in Long Beach, 
and thereafter a record of food products bought by the 
establishments and a complete check of all wheat pro- 
Cucts and substitutes used was maintained. So thoroughly 
was the system maintained that the exact amount of sugar 
and wheat consumed in each separate family, was a matter 
of record with the food administrator, and through this 
system it was possible to maintain a precise ration of food 
stuffs the conservation of which was sought, 

In his report Mr. Paul declared that “every man, 
woman and child in Long Beach was more than willing 
to stand for substitutes for everything except peace—that 
they insisted. must be the pure article—100 percent Amer- 
can.” With the close co-operation of the public in aiding 
in the conservation, of food, the momentous task was Icss- 
ened and this city was recorded as having complied with 
every provision of the National Food Administration. 

The following resolution, passed by the Long Beach 
Bakers Association, is typical of the co-ordinate efforts 
of Long Beach citizens and merchants to aid in the work: 

“Resolved. that we, the Long Beach Bakers’ Associa- 
tion, hereby pledge our heartiest co-operation and support 
to the United States Food Administration and also pledge 
ourselves at all times during this nresent conflict to spread 
the gospel to all our patrons: ‘Save wheat and win the 
war’, urging them to use as much substitute bread or 
quick bread as possible, thereby saving the maximum 
amount of wheat flour for use by our beloved government 
and Allies in support of the armies in the ficld of battle, 
and the navies on the seas. 

“On motion duly moved and carried the President and 
Secretary be and are hereby instructed to forward 4 cony 
of the above resolution to the National Bekars’ Service 
Comniittee.” 

Because so many farms had been stripped of help bv 
enlistments a plan to cultivate war gardens was originated 
and put into practice. Citizens ineligible and exempt from 
mulitary service took an active nart in this work, as well 
ag did the students in the public schools. War gardens 
were a great factor in solving the problem of food supply. 

The saving of food by the people of the United States 
may not have won the war, but this practice certainly 
kept it from being lost.

Personal caprice and selfish comiort were supplanted by 
a desire to render unselfish service to the soldiers and 
sailors battling for the eternal and righteous principles 
of freedom, equality, and justice among the neoples of the 
world. 

The Long Beach schools responded to the nation’s call 
and devoted time, thought, and energy to teaching the 
pupils the meaning of the war and showing thein, through 
concrete experiences, how invaluable the work of the 
schools was to the government and her soldiery. The 
schools of the city confined their activities to those whose 
educational value was permanent and, therefore, would 
persist after the war ended. 

Junior Red Cross 

Under date of September 15, 1917, President Wilson 
issued a proclamation to the school children of the United 
States in which he said, "Our Junior Red Cross will bring 
to you opportunities of service to your community and to 
other communities all over the world and gnide your ser- 
vice with high and religious ideals. It will teach you how 
to save in order that suffering children elsewhere may 
have the chance to live. It will teach you how to prepare 
some of the supplies which wounded soldiers and home- 
less families lack. It will send to you though the Red 
Cross Bulletins the thrilling stories of relief and rescue.

Thrift and War Savings Stamps 

The National government sanctioned and urged that the 
youth of America help our country and its armics to win 
the war by buyi:g thriit and war savings stamps. Secre- 
tary of the Treasury William G. McAdoo sent this stirring 
appeal to the children: 

“We are in the greates, war of the world’s history and 
we must win the war. We can and we shall win, if the bors 
and girls of America say so, and mean it, and feel it, and 
live it, as the boys and girls of '76 lived and feit and 
helped. 

“The nation necds that sort of boys and girls today. 
Not to beat our drums, nor to load our muskets, but 
10 start a great work which must be done. lt is the part 
of boys and girls today to give an example of self-deuial 
and sacrifice, to teach fathers and mothers, to teach the 
grown people of the Nation, that we still have m every 
young heart the spirit of ‘76, when boys led our soldiers 
into battle and girls fought beside their fathers at the 
cahin wails. The lesson is "Thrift\—saving to the point of 
sacrificc—self-denial of everything unnecessary. If every 
boy and girl says at home tonight, ‘I will fight, in this 
wer! ‘I will save every penny and loan it to my Gov- 
ernment to help save the lives of the big brothers of 
America. ‘I will teach every American I see to do the 
same’—then 20,000,000 homes, the homes of all America, 
will be filled with the spirit of ’76, the spirit of the drum- 
mer boys. of the brave girls of those days. America will 
win again, as it has always won, through the splendid 
strength, courage and sacrifice in the hearts of that youth, 





that today will teach the Nation the lesson of saving and 
serving which it must and will learn, through the message 
which its schoo) children will carry home. 

“Through saving your pennies, nickels, dimes, quarters, 
and buying thrift stamps and war-savings certilicates, 
you will help your country and its gallant armies to win 
the war. 

“T know you will help.” 

The edueational value of this war activity lav chiefly 
in the inculeation of the habits of thrift. To conserve one’s 
resources, to save from day to day in a systematic man- 
ner, and to differentiate widely between the essential and 
non-essential expenditures are important attributes of 
success, Fhese require self-control, self-denial, anc sacri- 
fice, qualities whieh are invaluable to the individual as a 
nieniber of society. 

The results secured in the city schools are gratifying, 
because the pupils were really sacrificing and saving.

The aggregate amount contributed by teachers and 
pupils to the various war activities was $303,346.56. This 
remarkable record is cleariy indicative of their intense 
patriotism and of their determination to contribute with- 
out stint, the strength and resources to the end that the 
soldiers of freedom and democracy might be encouraged 
to battle courageously until victory was won. 


School and Home Gardens 

Under date of February 25, 1918, President Wlson sent 
the following communication to the National Bureau of 
Education : 

“ft sineerely hope that you may be successful through 
the Bureau of Education in arousing the interest of teach- 
ers and children in the schools cf the United States in the 
cultivation of home gardens, Every boy and girl who 
really sees what the home gatden may mean will, I am 
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sure, enter into the purpose with high spirits. because I 
am sure they would all like to feel that they are in fact 
fighting in Franee by joming the home garden army. They 
know that America has undertaken to send meat and flour 
and wheat and other foods for the support of the soldiers 
who are doing the fighting, for the men and women who 
are making the munitions, and for the boys and girls of 
Western Europe, and that we must also feed ourselves 
while we are carrying on this war. The movement to es- 
etablish gardens. therefore, and to have the children work 
in them just as real and patriotic an effort as the build- 
ing of ships or the firing of eannon. I hope that this spring 
every school will have a regiment of the Volunteer War 
Garden Army.” 

Gardening as a practice has permanent educational 
value. It necessitates a knowledge of the affects of heat, 
light and moisture upon vegetation. It requires a study of 
the problems of irrigation and tillage, of the adaption of 
the vegetable or grain to be grown to the land available 
for gardening. The ravages of the garden pests, insects, 
worms, ete., must be checked. Accounts of expenses and 
receipts are kept, so that the business may be conducted 
systematically and intelligently. 

Gardening is a wholesome form of exercise, the use of 
spade, hoe and rake out in the perennial California sun- 
shine is wholesome and invigorating. 

Through this activity courage, persistency, and loyalty 
to the task were developed. The soldier of the soil was 
constantly reminded that he who threw down his imple- 
ments and forsook a garden was as inuch of a coward as 
the soldier who forsook his colors and ran from the enemy: 
and lhe, who under cover of darkness tespoiled a war 
garden, was a traitor to his country. 

Gardening proved to be a profitable employment during 
the time when otherwise the child would be unemploved. 
It was a means of using, instead of abusing, leisure time. 
It re-created an interest in the soil, upon which throughout 
the ages the strength of nations and individuals has de- 
pended.

A total of 1460 bovs and girls in the public schools were 
engaged in gardening and they had under cultivation 155 
acres. 

The Board of Education gave L. W. Welch and C. C. 
Ockerman, teachers in the high school. and specialists in 
agricultural work, permission to spend half their time in 
organizing and sunervising the gardening activities. 

Miscellaneous Activities 

The Manual Arts department of the High School com- 
pletely fitted up the Junior Red Cross room in a bungalow 
on the high school grounds for the use of the Red Cross 
classes. Constructing the necessary partitions, shelves, 
tables and lockers. Furniture for the Red Cross Conva- 
lescent Houses and tables for the Y. M. C. A. tents and 
buildings in the army camps were built. The boys of the 
department completely fitted up the Red Cross Chapter 
room at headquarters, making closets, shelves, walls and 
office fixtures. The department also offered its services to 
help build the new building which served as the head- 
quarters of the Red Cross Chapter. 

The Household Arts department. in addition to making 
articles for the Red Cross was actively engaged in dis- 
seminating information relating to food conservation. 
Two to four demonstration lectures were given by evcry 
home economics teacher before their resnective Parent 
and Teachers association, on such subjects as quick 
breads, meat substitutes, and conservation dishes. At the 
lectures, the recipes, in printed form, were distributed so 
that hundreds of homes in the city might have this valu- 
able information to use. On January 23. 1918, this de- 
partment shipped two Belgian relief boxes. one contain- 
ing 132 garments for Belgian women and children. Twenty 
woolen dresces were made from old garments by the 9A 
class in clothing. The second hox contained 151 garments. 
The department also sent articles to the local papers on 
food conservation and war relief wack in the schools. It 
‘co-operated with the cafeteria in following with care the 
directions and suggestions coming from the National 
Food Conservation Department. 
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Military Training 

In the high school there were enrolled a large mumbeér 
of boys who anticipated military service. In the spring of 
1918 for the benefit of these men a Cadet Corps was orpa- 
nized under the direction of Captain Richard Melnotie, 
and a rigid program of training was inaugurated. The 
Cadets at all times were ready to assist in war work and 
upon numerous accasions their services were requested, 
They participated in parades, war drives, and other events, 
Upon the resignation of Captain Melnotte. 1. B. Squires 
succeeded hin in command of the high school company. 

From this organization grew the present Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corp with an enlisted personne! of over 500 
nen. 

Organized as an auxiliary to the Junior Red Cross, the 
Girl Cadets took au active part in all war work. Their im- 
mediate aim was to raise funds to bny an ambulance io 
send to France and to he manned by high school hovys. 
By the institution of “Candiless Days” a good part of this 
find was raised. However, hefore the full quota had heen 
reached the Armistice was sigued and the drive was dis- 
continued. The funds were then turned over to the United 
War Workers Campaign. The girls adopted a uniform and 
used a modified form of the U.S. Infantry Drill Regula- 
tions. The work was directed hy Miss Vinnie Gee, head of 
the girl’s physical training department, assisted by Miss 
Grace M. Thomas and Captain Melnotte, commander of 
the bay cadets. 


Influence on Instruction 

Every opportunity was utitized to bring before the 
pupils speakers of national and international fame, who 
were able to enlighten them coneerning the war, its cause, 
its conduct, and especially the reasons why the United 
States entered. 

Among such speakers were the following: Captain Davi 
Falion, David Starr Jordan, Kathryn Jewell Kvarts, Prof. 
Tully Knowles, Captain MeDonald, of the Canadian In- 
fantry. President Silas Evans, Leslie Henry. 

Leaflets Published by the National Department of Edu- 
cation, dealing with problems arising from war conditions. 
were read and discussed by punils in the advanced grades 
of all the grammar schools. These lessons in community 
and national life proved valuable and stimulating. Their 
nature can be judeed from the follnwing typical lessons: 
“Market reports on frnits and vegetables’: “The United 
States fuel administration’; "The shortage of sugar”: 
“How to shop economically"; “American customs are 
democratic in spirit’; “Cooperation through law": “How 
cities care for health’; “How laws are enforced’: “Financ- 
ing the war’; “Marketing problems in the citrus fruit 
industry.” 

Sets of problems in arithmetic issued by the National 
Burean of Education, hased upon war activities. were 
used in all the grades from the third to the eighth in- 
clusive. These problems were based largely unon compu- 
tations involving thrift stamps and liberty bonds and were 
designed not only to present material and ineet a social 
need, but also to impress the pupil with the nses to which 
the money loaned the government was pit and with the 
importance and significance of thrift in daily life. These 
problems were attacked with the utmost eagerness by the 
pupils. 

In all current events’ classes both in the high school and 
franimar schools the princinles underlving all war activi- 
ties were discussed, Four minute sneeches on war-savines 
stamps and liberty loans were developed in the English 
classes. Many of these were later given before the general 
public with remarkable results. 


The Second Line of Defense 


In the schools of Long Beach. pudils were trained to 
understand the meaning of equality, freedom and justice. 
They were prepared to assume the resnonsibility of full 
citizenship and to perpetuate the undying principles for 
which our soldiers made the sureme sacrifice. Our schools 
did much in giving conerecte evidence of their determina- 
tions to help win the war; and the results obtained will 
long be remembered. 





City Government Supports War Program 
Renders Valuable Aid to War Workers 


HROUGHOUT the 
| period of the war, 
the public library 
Was an important factor in 
ferining public opinion, 
thru its g@encrous supply of 
books, pamphlets, and per- 
iodicals, on all phases of 
the conflict. The building 
was freely used for meet- 
ings of various organiza- 
lions and committees, con- 
nected with war work. 


The tirst definite war ac- 
tivity undertaken by thé 
library was raising its 
share of the fund for the 
American Library Assocta~ 
tion. to he used in provid- 
ing books and library ser 
vice for soldiers and. sail- 
ors. The quota assigned 
Yo this city was $750; and 
thru the generous co-op- 
eration of many organiza- 
tions and individuals. the library collected $768.88. Latér, 
the American Library Association asked every library in 
the country to collect gists of books from the public for the 
use of the men in service. For over a year this library re- 
ceived hooks for this purpose, and prepared them for circu- 
lation. In the spring of 1918, under the auspices of the 
Girls’ League. the students of the High School canvassed 
the city for books, and collected over 3,000. These were 
Prepared for circulation by the High School pupils, under 
the direction of the librarian of the public library. Mrs. 
Violet Gresham. librarian at the High School, gave freely 
of her time and energy to the work. Including books pre- 
pared at the High School and at the Public Library, the 
total number sent from Long Beach was 5061. 





Throughout the war, the library building was head- 
quarters for information and cducational work on food 
conservation. Mrs. C. C. Adams, woman food director of 
the city was in charge of this work most of the time, and 
organized activities in several lines,— the library cooper- 
ating with her in’ every way possible. A food bulletin 
board and food information desk, at the library. aided 
many women in using the substitute foods. Mrs. Adams ar- 
ranged that a volunteer worker should he at this desk at 
certain hours to give food information. Mrs. Luther Inger- 
salt was one of her nrincipal helpers, and cave generously 
of her time. Several food exhibits were held at the library, 
one of them showine the foods locally produced. and the 
the food value of cach. 

To help women in using the new flours, the lbrarv 
srinted posters for all the grocery stores. and printed 
5000 slips civing recipes. which were distributed by the 
grocers as they sold the flours. The library printed and dis- 
tributed a table showing the amount of each suhstitute 
flour that eanalled a cup of white flour—thus making old 
recines usable. The library also sold at cost hundreds of 
pamphlet recipe hooks for war foods. 

Thru cooneration between Mrs. Adams and the art de- 
partment of the schools, the children in the grades made 
Posters on food conservation; and the best posters from 
each school were shown at the library, and later were 
placed about the city. 

In Mav. 1918. all available spare on the main floor was 
riven fo an exhibit af another shace of war work, thrift 
rtamp posters made hy school children. ; 

In general, the library cooperated with all the “drives” 
and cambaigns by displaying appropriate posters and lit- 
erature. Its influence in forming public opinion, and in

The Service Flag ; 

Shortly after America entered the war, Captain R.. L. 
Queisser. United States Army. retired. a resident of East 
Cleveland,Ohio.and himself the father of two soldier sons, 
conceived the idea of a flag to symbolize the represen- 
tation of his family in the service. The original design con- 
sisted of a red border, white square center, with a blue 
ctar far every son or daughter in the Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps. 

He presented the idea to the city council of East Cleve- 
Jand and secured the adoption of a measure whereby every 
family in the city would receive such a flaw from the mu- 
nicipality on presentation of proper credentials and claim. 

The fact that the service flag was never officially adont- 
ed by the government did not hinder its popularity. The 
nation seized upon the idea and in a few months service 
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flags were flying id every village, towiv aftd city an 
country. 

The plan for the Long Beach municipal service banner 
originated among the Chamber of Commerce directors at 
one of their meetings early in 1918. A special committer 
was appointed by the late President C. fF. Van de Water, 
D. M. Shreve was named chairman of this committee with 
Dr. E. P. Bailey, Ciyde Doyle, C. A. Haslett, and R. L. 
Taylor as menibers, The banuer was purehased and ereeted 
with funds raised by popular subseription and with nia- 
terial donated by local husiness honses. The flag was ol- 
ficially dedicated on Memorial Day, May 30, 1918. 

On September 9, 1918. memorial exercises in honor of 
Long Beach men who had paid the supreme sacrifice in 
ithe field of service were held at the Municipal Auditorium, 
At this time a large gold star, representative of these sac- 
tifices, was placed on the flag and impressively dedicated 

Just a year later. on September 8, 1919, as part of the 
“Welcome Hoime™ exercises the flag was officinlly demob- 
ilized tn the presence of hundreds of returned war veter- 
ans, The flag as demobilized showed 2.347 white stars, in- 
dicative of the number of men and women from this city, 
who had answered the call to arms, and 30 gold stars, 
symbolic of those who gave their lives that free govern- 
ments and iree people might live unmolested. 

The flag ts stored in a chest properly lined to preserve 
the cloth and is held in safe keeping at the Public Library. 
Ii is displayed only on state occasions. the last being Me- 
moria] Sunday, November 14, 1920.

Qn  Meniorial Sunday, November 14, 1920, 
medals conmtiuining the mimes of the deceased ten and 
bearing a gold star attached to the pendant were presented 
fo the nearest of kin in connection with the exercises held 
on that day at the Matnicipal Auditorium, An accurate de- 
scription of the medal and the story back of it is given in 
the followtng paragraphs: 

“The Angel of Justice and Liberty is seen standing in the 
foreground. Her crown has thirteen points, representing 
the thirteen original colonies, a star above each point, In 
her left hand ts hell a shield on which are the words 
Justice and Liberty. lu the center of the shield is a cross 
in reverent remembrance of Onr Savior who gave lis 
life for the sake of Humanity. Tn her right hand are held 
thirteen wheal stalks, signifying the importance of food in 
winning the war. 

“Behind the ftzeure is seen a map of Europe, showing 
England. Belginm, ltaly, Russia and Franee, the battle 
fields of France being the principal locations shown. In the 
northeastern portion of France ts seen a cross placed in 
honor of our fallen heroes, who eave their lives that human 
liberty might not perish from the earth. The position of 
the Dardanelles is shown where the sons of Australia and 
New Zealand bravely foughr and died. Germany, Austria 
and Bulgaria are obseured from view by the Angel of Jus- 
tice and Liberty. 

“Behind the cirele, which includes the map of Europe. is 
seen a shield—the Stars and Stripes—showing the United

The War Medal 

Impressed with the thonght of putting into concrete 
form an expression of aporeciation for services rendered 
in the World War, a group of men who had been actively 
affiliated with the work of the Council of Defense endorsed 
the project of the municipality presenting to each man and 
woman who had been in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps 
a medal of appropriate and original design. Because of his 
recognized ingenuity and artistic ability, Bert Paul. whose 
record as Food Administrator and War Saving Stamp 
Chief will long be remembered, was asked to design the 
medal, 

The city of Long Beach met the cost of producing 2,000 
of these medals and on September 9, 1919, as a part of the 
“Welcome Home” exercises publicly presented thei to the 
service men and women of the city. Since that date hun- 
dreds of the medals have been distributed by mail and in 
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States standing for the preservation of Justice to all man- 
kind. In the lower right of the circle and near that por- 
tion of the eastern hemisphere where the early wars were 
fought, is seen a warrior with the erude implements of 
ancient warfare. Overhead are seen thirteen birds of prey 
soaring over the battleficlds. To the left of the cirele and 
near the battle fields of France is seen the most modern 
iniplement of warfare—a camoflaged tank. crashing over 
barbed wire entanglements, while overhead are seen thir- 
teen acroplanes flying in battle formation. In the baek- 
ground is seen the Statue of Liberty, holding high the 
torch of Liberty and lighting a path across the sea, which 
is virtually bridged with ships—thirteen ships in each row. 
Behind the Statute of Liberty is seen a portion of the 
shores of United States and Canada. Inmediately behind 
the circle ts the insignia of the American Red Cross, back 
of which is the Maltese Cross.” 





Boy Scouts Prove Themselves Efficient 


Take Active Part In All War Work At Home

T different times during the carly history of Long 
Beach many attempts were made toward the forma- 
tion of organizations for the betterment of heyhoad 

in the city, Suncay school groups, Boy's Brigade units, and 
Boy's Cluhs, cach had their special place in the develop- 
ment of the rising generation of young Aierien, but it 
was not until the winter of 1911-1912, that the Boy Srant 
Movement in’ Long Beach, had its definite heginuing, 
under the direction of Louis Rueb, who was the organizer 
und first Scoutmaster of the original Troop number One. 

The first meeting of this troop was held in the hase- 
ment of the City Library. At that inceting, Superintendent 
W, L. Stephens of the City Schools was present and 
made the address of the evening. The charter members of 
the Troop were, John Hall, Willian Cory. George Ken- 
nedy, Arthuc Murrav and John Crogan, with slr. Rueb as 
Scoutimaster. The first encampment was at the Mine. 
Modjeska ranch in July, 1912. This camp lasted ten days 
with thirty-two boys present during the entire camp. The 
eriginal guiden of this troop is now in the pessession of 
the present troop Number One located at the Thomas A. 
Edison school. 

Henry W. Eyer, now commissioner of the Whittier 
Couneil Boy Scouts of Anierica, accepted the scout-mas- 
tership of number One Troop early in the winter of 1915. 

From this small begtuining the Scout movement grew, 
Several troops were organized in various parts of the city. 
Each organization functioned separately, not as a com- 
hinedl movement. but all standing for better character, 
citizenship and = ceoneration in activities concerning the 
couunon welfare of the conununity. 

In 1918 Mr. Charles N. Miller, representing the Na- 
tional Council) Roy Scouts of America, arrived on the scene 
and with Jus assistanee several of the business men of fhe 
city, recognizing the value of training in citizenship, of 
au organization that could render valuable services to the 
Government and community. organized a temporary 
council in what is known as the Second Class, with Mr. 
Clyde Dovle. President of the Council, W. L. Stephens, 
Viee President, FE. Eo Butfum, Treasurer, Lorne D, Mid- 
dough, Commissioner (and Seerctary). In January, 1919, 
the Council apnlied for, avd reeeived a charter for a 
Connecil of the First Class with the above officers contin- 
ving as otiinally elected. In| March of the same year. 
Lieutenant T. H. Sowden. formerly U.S. A., was secured 
as Seout Executive continuing in the work until Febru- 
ary 1, 1920. 

Febrnary 1. 1920, Captain E. A. Merwin, U7, S. R., was 
secured for the position of Executive to fi the place 
niade vacant by the resiguation of Mr, Sowden. 

The activities af the Local Scout organization. during 
the World War formed no small part in what was accomp-

lished by the community at large in “carrying on” here at 
home. ‘The Sconts assisted as guides and messengers and 
for a tine, under the direction of the Red Cross, collected 
salvage for the relicf of the war stricken countries over- 
seas, Over six tons of salvage was collected for this re- 
lief work, The boys also assisted in the sale of Liberty 
Bonds and sold in the live different issues a total of two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars worth. 

The Executive organization at present is the same as 
that of the two previous years with the addition of Frank- 
lin Robinson, as Chairtian of Committee on Finance. 
This body, with a Council of fifty business men, consti- 
tutes the organization, sponsoring the Boy Scout Move- 
inent in Long Beach. 

On December 1, 1920 there were four hundred and fifty 
scouts enrolled in twenty-one organized troops, in grades 
as follows: “senderfoot, 185; Second Class. 160, Scouts, 
First Class, 103. The last group mentioned includes Merit 
Badge Scouts numbering sixty-five. tive of whom have 
passed all the requirements necessary for the grade of 
Eagle Scout, the highest honor awarded by the National 
Conncil. The names of the boys holding the Eagle Scout 
yank are, Russell Turrill. Senior Patrol Leader, Troop No. 
5; George Weesc, Patrol Leader, Troop No. 8; Frederick 
Thon, Senior Patrol Leader. No. 13; Price Oliver, Acting 
Senior Patrol Leader, Troop No. 4; Marshall Oliver, 
Assistant Seonutmaster. Troop No. 16.

Dental Society Volunteers Service 


EFORE the regular army Dental Corps was estab- 
lished at Ft. McArthur, Long Beach dentists were 
called upon to perform this work. Every deutist in 

the city volunteered and rendered valuable service. It was 
necessary for each of them to spend from one to two days 
a week at the fort. 


In addition to this work, they gave valuable assistance 
to the Draft Board, making all dental examiations, and 
in cases where advisable, doing the necessary dental work 
to make the men eligible for service. 

Long Beach contributed its full quota of dentists to the 
regular army, including in the volunteers the following: 
Lieutenant A. H. Osborne, stationed at Camp Kearney; 


Lieutenant Swenigsen, stationed at Ft. Oglethorpe; 
Major E. O. Lawing, A. E. F.; Dr. Paul Holcombe, en- 
listed as a private and served in Russia: Aubrey Thomas.

The preamble to this article perhaps tells in the 
best way the purpose and ideals of the American Legion. 


“For God and country, we associate ourselves together 
for the following purposes: To uphold and defend the 
Constitution of the United States of America; to 
maintain law and order; to foster and perpetuate a 
100 precent Americanism; to preserve the memories 
and incidents of our association in the Great War; to 
inculcate a sense of individual obligation to the com- 
munity, state and nation; to combat the autocracy of 
both the classes and the masses; to make right the 
niaster of might; to promote peace and good will on 
earth; to safeguard and transmit to posterity the 
principles of justice, freedom and democracy, to con- 
secrate and sanctify our comradeship by our devotion 
to mutual helpfulness.” 


The eligibility clause of the constitution limited mem- 
bership to those who were enlisted, drafted, inducted or 
commissioned for active duty with the Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps of the United States between April 6, 1917, 
and November 11, 1918, or who, being a citizen of the 
United States, at the time of his entry therein, served on 
active duty in the Naval, Military or Air forces of any 
of the governmen:s associated with the United States dur- 
ing the Great War. 

The American Legion is non-political and non-partisan. 
It is a civilian organization where military rank is not 
recognized. 

Long Beach Post Number 27, later known as Arthur L. 
Peterson Post Number 27,,American Legion, Department 
of California, named in honor of the first Long Beach 
man killed in action, was Organized April 18, 1919. The 
officers elected at a subsequent meeting were Allan 
McDonald, commander; Roland Neece. vice-commander; 
Myron K. Ellison, adjutant; George Tighe, quartermaster; 
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Legion has at all times stood ready to back any movement 
for the betterment of the conununity., The office of ihe 
post which has been open but a few montlis has rendered 
service to over 1,500 ex-service men in One of the iollow- 
ing torms, employment, medical, moral, financial, claim 
adjustments, etc. 

Many organizations as well as the city as a whole have 
issisted the Legion in its work of this nature by support- 
ing entertainments, rafiles and other forms of raising 
funds for charitable and philanthropic purposes. 

Especially valuable assistance lias been rendered the 
relatives of the service and ex-service men by the office 
in the adjustment of allotment, insurance and other claims 
agaust the government. 

The J.egion has also ziven military burial to the bodies 
of all men, returned to this city. who died or were killed in 
action overseas. 

The War Department selected the American Legion to 
assist in the distribution of the Victory Medals and over 
3,000 applications have been handled by the local office. 

No line has been drawn when the Legion has been asked 
to render assistance. The records show that over 75 per- 
cent of those who secured help fron the local post were 
non-members. 

Arthur L. Peterson Post Number 27 is proud of a mem- 
bership well over the one thousand mark and constantly 
growing to a larger total. 

Meetings are held the first and third Tuesday evenings 
of each month and are of both a business and social na~ 
ture. The Legion recently purchased a lot at the south- 
west corner of American Avenue and Seventh Street and 
in the near future plans to erect a three story building to 
be used as a home and club rooms. 

The wives, mothers, daughters and sisters of the mem- 
bers of the American Legion are eligible to the Legion 
Auxiliary, which at all times has supported the Legion in 
its activities and has been and is, a vital factor in commun- 
ity affairs. 





Veterans of Foreign Wars

HE. present organization of the Veterans of Foreign 

{ Wars, had its meephion at a meeting held by ex- 

service men who participated in the campaigns of 
the Boxer uprising in China and the veterans of the 
Spanish-American war. 

Men who participated in the actions of these cauipaigis 
wet in 190 and lormed the nucleus of the organization 
which at present numbers thousands of veterans who 
served in detense of the tlag on rorcign shores. 

The organization formed in 1900 was 
WMulippino and China Veterans Association. 

In 1900 the name was changed to the American Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, and in 1912, the present designation was 
dopted. Both changes in name were made in order that 
the scope of inembership might be extended, ‘Whe iirst 
change was adopted to give membership to service men 
who partook in the Cuban and Porto Rican campaigns, and 
the permanent name “Veterans of Foreign wars’ was 
established to include veterans of engagements in rebel- 
lions in the South American and Central American 
Kepublics. 

While the organization was a vigorous one at its birth, 
the strength was inaterially increased by a huge new mem- 
bership following the signing of the Armistice, November 
11, 1918, when the World War came to a dramatic close. 

Like other service men's fraternities, it is non-political, 
and seeks to maintain q close comradeship between the 
mien Who fought America’s battles of right and justice. 
Vhe organization has as its main purpose the extensiou of 
aid to all service men. The limitation of membership, how- 
ever, has been fixed to inelude only those men who tought 
on foreign shores, in this manner seeking to establish a 
close, kindred alliance. 

George Rk. Lowther Post No. 279, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, was Organized by George E. Hedges in Long 
Beach. Starting with a roster of 28 members the post was 
granted its charter on the first anniversary of Armistice 
Day. November 11, 1919, and at the present time has a 
membership of 64. (y is recognized as one of the most 
active posts in the state because of the constructive ac- 
complishments which it has consistently carried out. 

The post was named in honor of George kK, Lowther, 
D Company. 160th Infantry, who died in the service: at 
Camp Kearney, November 29, 1917. Lowther had been « 
weniber of this company, formerly H Company, 7th [n- 
fantry, National Guard of California, on the Mexican 
border in 1916, 

The membership of the George R. Lowther post is com- 
prised in the main of veterans of the World War, as evi- 
deneed in the fact that 70 percent of the members partici- 
pated in service overseas during the late struggle. Twenty- 
five percent of the members of the organizations fought 
in the Spanish-American War and five percent participated 
in Service in hoth. 

Officers of the George R. Lowther post are George E. 
Hedges, commander; George William Pratt. adjutant; 
Walter Kolb, Quartermaster; Charles E. Williams, senior 
vice commander and Fred E. Churehill, junior vice com- 
mander. Meetings are held every Thursday night at the 
Community building, Third and American Avenue. 

A Ladies’ Auxiliary to the post was organized and Mrs. 
Mary A. Lowther, mother of George R. Lowther, in whose 
memory the post was named, was elected its president.

World War Veterans

N the little French village of Blois, Loir-et-Cher, just 
l nine days after the signing of the Armistice, Noven- 
ber 2U, 1918, fitty-two American soldiers met and 
bonded themselyes together in a trateruity later to be 
known as the World War Veterans. 


The membership of the organization, it was planned, 
would consist principally of veterans of all the Altied na- 
tons, regardless of whether they tought in the front lines 
or trained and served their country at home during the 
period of hostilities, in preparation for a greater service, 
which the abrupt ending of the war prevented them 
vendering. Secondly, it was decided to admit such patriots 
of recognized war work organizations who in other ways 
had by their work aided the great cause fer which all 
were lighting. 


The purpose of the organization was to perpetuate the 
lustory of the achievements of those whe served in the 
World \Var, to preserve the dignity and manhood of all 
needy veterans by helping them to care for themselves, 
to render them miedical assistance when sucli was uceded, 
and in every way possible help them protect their clainis 
and interesis and become permanent and worthy citizens. 


At the call of Captain David Fallon, Comrades Balchin, 
Perry and Ayres, who had served in the British Army, 
and Dr. Edward P. Bailey, who served in Long Beach as 
assistant to the recruiting officer for both the pritish and 
Canadian armies, fourteen men met in Long Beach in the 
latter part of November, 1918, and formed the first post 
of World War Veterans to organize in the United States. 


Captain Fallon was elected first commander and C. W. 
Ayres, secretary. Mr. Ayres later resigned on account of 
ill health and Dr. Bailey sueceeded him as secretary and 
also served as honorary medical officer with Dr. Bb. M. G. 
Conlin as Consulting Surgeon. 

The post was named Kitchener Post Number 1, the 
ideals of the organization being set forward as “Patriotism 
in its highest sense. Our duty to God and Man,” and the 
motto “All for each and each for all.” 


When Captain Fallon was called East in the spring of 
1919, Dr. Bailey succeeded him as Comunander, and in 
June, 1919, attended the National Encampment of the 
World War Veterans in Illinois. At this encampment, he 
was elected to the National Council and was appointed as 
Department Inspector for the state of California with the 
honorary title of Lieutenant Colonel. 


The Kitchener post, while open to the service men of 
any Allied country, is composed for the most part of men 
who served in the British Armies and closely connected 
organizations. Its objects under the new charter are patri- 
otic, fraternal, historical, benevolent, memorial and social. 
There are at present between fifty and sixty members of 
the order. 


In bettevoient work, the post has secured medical treat- 
ment and attention for over ninety ex-soldicrs, at no cost 
whatever to anyone. In many other ways valuable and 
unrewarded services have been rendered. Business and 
social meetings are held twice monthly. The officers of 
the post are: Commander and Medical Officer, Dr. Ed- 
ward P. Bailey; Senior Vice Conimander, Lawrence P.

A room was secured in the Red Cross building at Third 
and American and the necessary expenditures were made 
by the national organization to fit it up in a comfortable 
and homelike manner. Writing tables and free writing ma- 
terials were made availahle, a circulating brary was es- 
tablished, an employment bureau maintained—all free of 
charge to the returned soldiers as well as those who were 
still in the service. 

An executive committee was appointed with Walter 
Desmond as chairman, Alexander Strachan as secretary, 
C. J. Curtis as treasurer, James Savery and Dr. Robert 
B. Sweet. as members. Josephine Brown MacClure as 
local seeretary, and Howard G, Cleaveland as employ- 
nent seerelary. 

Entertainments and dances were given each week at the 
club room, each under the direction of a different set of 
hostesses. A select gronp of pirls was present at all fine- 
tions to help in the entertainment of the men. Excellent 
musi¢ and food were provided free of charge. 

During the week af festivities following the arrival of 
the Pacific Fleet in local waters, a large street dance and 
several dances were given in the Municipal Auditoriuan for 
the navy men and. several hundred chaperoned young 
ladies were present on these occasions to act as partners 
for the men.

and relief work during the war. 

The Red Cross Auxiliary was organized in December, 
1917, with the following officers: Mrs, Josie M. Price, 
president; Mrs. M. Jennie Steele, seeretary; Mrs. Harry 
Webber, treasurer; Mrs. D. C. Putney, director of sewing, 
and Mrs. Josie Wilhoit and Mrs. Ray Clark, diregtors of 
knitting. From December, 1917, to December, 1918, the 
Auxiliary members met one day each week at the homes 
and one-half day each week at the Red Cross building. 

The Auxiliary made a total of 697 articles such as bath 
robes, pajama suits, housewife kits, hospital shirts, band- 
ages, gauze wipes, etc. Over two hundred sweaters, heb 
mets, socks, etc., were knitted, Thirty jars of preserves 
and three packages of groceries, as well as 248 garments 
and +44 pairs of shoes were donated by members to the 
Belgium relief ship. 

In March, 1918, Louis Giboury, aged 5 years, Montoire, 
France, was “adopted” by the Chapter, and since that 
time he has been sent $109.50, four packages of clothing and 
one package of toys. Funds are now available to assist in 
the support of this child until April, 1922. 

Funds were raised at one time for the burial of 
the baby of a sailor, The Chapter purchased a Liberty 
Bond during one of the drives when the quota was high 
and Long Beach was driving hard to “go over the top."

Hostess House At Camps 


Local and National Obligations Met by Long Beach Association 


Early in the war when cantonments were springing up 
over night and hundreds of thousands of Americans were 
answering the call to the colors, the Young Women’s 
Christian Association saw the need of social centers at the 
camps where the servire men might meet their relatives and 
spend pleasant hours together. lt was alsorealized that the 
estihlishment of such centers, or llostess HLanses, as they 
were later called, would encourage the mothers ani sisters 
and wives of the men to visit them before their departare 
overseas. “These happy mectings. it was believed, would 
give the men renewed confidence and = stinwlate their 
inorale. 


Accordingly the Y. W. C. A. Inunehed a national cam- 
paign for funds to finance the erection of Vostess Hoses 
in all the large camps. The toeal organization, with Mrs. T, 
\. Rominger, as president, and Mrs. TT. W. Williams, as 
tampaign manager, at once began the organization of local 
committees to raise the quota set for Long Beach. 

With characteristic generosity, the people of Long Beach 
euthusinstieally backed the campaign and whea the sums 
cantributed were finally totalled it was found that over $3.- 
O00 had been subserihed to this find. Great eredit is dee the 
many men and women who solicited contributions for this 
canipatzn and it might he said that not one of them that 
was asked refused to ive unstintedly of both time and 
noney ta the cause. 


The local association also entered into another work that 


proved itself a great benefit to the community. Long 
Beach, because of the shipbuilding plant, canneries, and 
other manulacturing concerns, was one of the greatest 
ecnters for production of war materials in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Hlundreds of youne women were employed in these 
industries. The need of a recreation center in whieh they 
might spend their noon hours was urgently felt. The Y. 
VW. C. A. owned a bungalow whieh they had moved to the 
harbor district. The bungalow was remodeled and com- 
fortably fitted with lounges. writing tables, large chairs, 
cic. A canteen was established and every provision was 
made for the comfort of the giris. Books and writing mater- 
tal were made available. Social affairs and entertainments 
were held on numerous occasions. This undertaking prov- 
ed highly successful. 

So many civilian commiltees were organized in the con- 
duet of war work generally that it became quite a problem 
for them to find meeting places. The Y. W. C. A. home 
on Locust Avenie was thrown open as a meeting place 
and wunerous committees availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to mect there. 

The association, in addition to fulfilling all national ob- 
ligations, did not fail onee in any local enterprise. The 
hundreds of little things done can hardly be recorded in 
ay printed record, but the work as a whole will long be 
remembered not only by those directly affected but also 
be thousands of others who in some way came in touch 
with what was, being accomplished. 


Loyal Support Given War Work by Churches 


Pastors and Laymen “Help Win The War”

HE United States government officially recognized 
| and praised the work of the Long Reach churches 
for their help in winning the World War. In making 
mention of the ttems of activity it is rather difficult, how- 
ever, to enutnerate them for the contributions of the 
churches were made to campaigns of every sort. From the 
very heginning, the churches gave representatives of their 
clergy for active service as chaplains. Y. M. C. A. seere- 
taries, Red Cross workers, ete. In the very beginning the 
Young Men's Christian Association gave its secretary, 
Mr. Gossom; and one of our ministers saw active service 
with the 90th division in the last few weeks of the war. 


Besiles this, practically every proucher in the city did 
war work in forts, eanips and naval base, nearby. Sone of 
them gave their pulpits to laymen or supply preachers for 
months in order to help the boys who were doing 
duty for country and for God. No special remuneration 
was received for this. The churches continued the salary, 
voting the preachers leave of abseuce for a shorter or 
longer period. This placed uvon the church workers at 
home heavier burdens and called for sacrifice of time and 
talent on the part of some who were already overburdened. 

The majority of the hoys in the army and navy from 
Long Beach and vicinity were members of or were 
in some way connected with the churches of Long Beach. 
The churches sent these young nicn to military camps, 
naval bases, and to the conflict with God’s blessing. The 
boys knew their stars were on the service flags at home. 
Thev remembered that pravers were offered dav and night 
for their comfort, protection and safe return. How much 
this added to the morale of the army only God knows. 
But an arm- fights on its morale. 

There was a special appeal to the churches in the work 
of the Rect Cross. The women’s auxiliaries of the varions 
congregations gave up their usual program and = spcnt 
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their time sewing, knitting and working for “the greatest 
mother in the world.” Tears and prayers of Christian 
mothers, wives, sisters and sweethearts were sewed and 
knitted into the garments and supplies made for the com- 
fort of our boys. When the message of sorrow caine to 
the loved ones at home, that their boy had fallen in con- 
flict, or had died of epidemic, the church of Jesus Christ 
folded them in her loving arms and kissed sunshine and 
hope into the tears of the mourners. Indeed. we might 
say that the Red Cross succeeded so admirably in its task 
because the church folk of Long Beach threw themselves 
so heartily into the work. 


Their pastors nade pleas for Red Cross and hospital aid. 
The tenderest and the most powerful pleas were also made 
for the help of those who intght be suffering between the 
lines and in the hospitals. The preachers thundered away 
from their pulpits and from secular platforms that it was 
the duty of the Christian citizen to buy bonds and to buy 
more bonds, to support the army and navy doing battle at 
the front. The church gave her blessing to the men and 
wonten who canvassed the city for funds for every cause, 
and cheered them on with her songs and prayers. Solicitors 
were allowed to stand in foyers and vestibules of the 
churehes, and in many instances pledyes were taken in 
publie service and offering made to the work, The choirs 
and other musicians of the church gave without stint of 
their time and talent for the entertainment of soldiers and 
sailors stationed in Southern California. 


Some of the church workers became national figures in 
war canins. The churches were full of the spirit of the 
slogan “The war must he won.” It became a sort of ob- 
session. Every program was made to fit into this, and de- 
nominational and congregational ambitions were lost sight 
of in the spirit of patriotism. For this reason the Federal 

. government recognized the work of the churches.

Commendable Work of Knights of Columbus 


Local Order Raises $5,000 for National Fund

To sunnnarize the purposes and standing of the Nnights 
of Columbus, its activities in France during the war and 
its program for the benefit of war velerans since the Arum 
istice was signed would require a good sized volume. In 
the space available, it is possinle to touch but fighily upon 
these subjects especialiy as concerns national and inter- 
national activities. 

There was in Long Beach during the war a well orga- 
uized and active Coune?l of the Knights of Columbus and 
they joined heartily in raising funds for the War activities 
af the order. For thts work. the full quota of 34,000) set for 
Long Beach was raised in a very brief campaign. The focal 
council consisted of two hundred members. The 
Grand Wnights during the war were J. O, Sawkins, during 
1917, and lolin O'Conuor duriny 1918. 

The work of the tocal council was so closely corrclated 
with that of the national body that a resume of salient 
fuets dealing with the work of the organization as a whole 
will present a clearer understanding of the results ob- 
tained. The annnal reports for 1919 of Supreme Knight, 
James A. Flaherty and of the Supreme Board of Direct- 
ors are rich in detail; but briefly the important figures an 
facts as presented are as follows: 

In the fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, the Order in- 
creased its membership by 120,000 making the total inem- 
bershin at that date 520,000, of what Bishop Shahan calls 
“the flower of Catholie Jaity.” and. as another authority 
deserihes it, "a strong weapon avainst the philosophy of 
Bolshevism, teaching the American ideals of social and in- 
ditstrial justice.” Politics are rigidly excluded from the 
order and, while at all times ready and zealous in «defense 
of the Catholic church, it scrupulously avoids interference 
with or hostile criticism of any other religious faith or 
society. 
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le was during the war and since that (he usefulness of 
this organivation te the world im general cod America in 
parGienlir has beeome sea spectacular, its activities ene 
racing the men at the froat as well as (hese preparing to 
gy avrass., repardless of “ereed or color.” 

Tt received up to July 1. 1919) over $22,000,000 from the 
Vonited Ware Workers campaign, supplemented from other 
solrees, niaking a total of $30,504,792, which was used ox- 
chisively far war work aetivities. Tt bnoilt. firnished and 
equipped Swar bots” ap the training enmps ere ane in 
France. The building program for 118 called for ile 
expenditure of S8olha47, and far 1k a total af $1,730a16, 
all of which was expended in the United States. fn addi- 
lian fa this an enormous sit owas spent far “war huts” 
overseas. These duits were constrneted cis near the front 
as practicable, supeplyings “ereature comforts and enter: 
tninment to heen up the spirits of the weary soldiers, the 
wounded, and the convalescent.” 

The arder patd dnring the war death claims in insurance 
to its members whe died in hattle or from disease, St,- 
140.000, 

Tt sent ont from Paris to 250 different places “hundreds 
of tons of creature comforts, 100 tans a week of pum. 
candy and tobacco, Egetpment and supplies were placed on 
over dD0 war ships and transports, 

Both the govermments of the United States and France 
bore testimony to the value of the service of the Knights 
of Cohnubus during the war, hut these services id “ot 
end with the war. Since the Armistice, the arder tas peen 
active in finding emplaynient for veterans. vreviding for 
them scholarships in 41 Universities and Colleges. 

n The Knights of Columbus adopted as their slogan, 

Everbody Welcome, Everything Free,” and this was 
strictly adhered to regardless of “creed or color.”

Persons familiar with the transient population of Long 
Beach will appreciate the difficulties under which the in- 
fortnation reproduced in this section was obtained. Of the 
{wo thousand or more men and women who volunteered 
frous this city, possibly a fourth of them, upon their release 
from service, did not come back to Long Beach. Of the 
remaining number, a large percentage returned to locate — 
aft new addresses. As 2 consequence, when the American 
Legion undertook to notify these veterans of the plan to 
publish a war history in which their photographs and 
biographies would be reproduced. hundreds of the letters 
sent out never reached their destination, Hundreds more 
of the letters aroused but a passing interest in the under- 
taking and the men and women did not avail themselves of 
the opportunity to secure representation in these pages. 

The publishers realized that the success of the book 
largely depended upow the number of these sketehes pub- 
lished and accordingly spared no expense or effort in se- 
curing as much of the information as was available. Clip- 
pings from the newspapers, data compiled by the library 
and information secured froin a number of sources was 
used, Nearly a year was consumed in the compilation of 
these biographies, and even in that time it was not pos- 
sible to secure complete information. 

The publishers present this biographical section, fully 
cognizant of the existence of errors in dates, spelling of 
proper names, and omission of pertinent data and 
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facts. Nevertheless, they present it with a great 

deal of pride, inasmuch as Long Beach is the first and only 

large city to undertake and successfully conclude such a 
gigantic task. This edition, perhaps, will prove a stimulus 
to those persons who have been delinquent in supplying 
the information which their city, county, and state have. 
so earnestly sought. 

Veterans whose biographies have been omitted or whose 
sketches are incorrect in detai] are requested to give full 
information to the Public Library to be forwarded to the 
proper state anthorities for preservation and possibly later 

production in a state or county history.
